board can have bindings in which you 
can strap your feet into 
(like a snowboard) or can be a plain 
slate (like a surfboard.) Whichever you 
use, the balancing act is the 
same, painfully difficult yet truly 
exhilarating. Unlike surfing, you could 
pretty much try any position you 
like. And the bonus? The wipe out isn't 
as painful and humiliating as the sand 
will cradle your fall.

Calm down, I would say, as there's a 
perfect place for sandbboarding up 


north in Paoay, llocos Norte. Its 
famous sand dunes ain't just for 
picture-happy tourists anymore - it's 
a playground for sandboarders. A 
group of adventurers, the Laoag Eco- 
Adventure Movement (LEAD), has been 
promoting alternative tourist activities 
in this quaint town for some time and 
among them is sandboarding. To reach 
the dunes, LEAD takes stressed-out 
tourists on a thrilling, off-road ride. The 
ride itself is a treat already, offering a 
rather unique view of the countryside. 
Upon reaching the dunes, the fun 
begins. It's a tumble- all-you-want 
affair. Though you could pretty much 


sandboard all-year round, the best time 
to do it is during summer, when there 
is less grass. 

Safe as it is, sandboarders are still 
advised to wear clothes that offer at 
least a modicum of protection 
against scratches. Sunblock is also 
a no-brainer, as you're exposed to 
the full wrath of the sun's rays. Also, 
expect a couple of bruises, but like 
stains in a Converse, those are what 
make sandboarding belong 
in the coolness list. 

As of the moment, it is only in 
Paoay where you can experience

8 bell pepper minced ( mix green, red

2 Spanish sausage called chorizo thickly 
sliced 

Blanched Green pea: 1 cup 
4 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 (15-ounce) can whole tomatoes, 
drained and hand-crushed 
4 cups short grain Spanish rice 
6 cups chicken stock, warm 
Generous pinch saffron threads 
1 % table spoon tumeric 

YOU NEED FOR EQUIPMENT: 

Large paella pan or wide shallow skillet 

DIRECTIONS 

> Heat oil in a paella pan over medium- 
high heat. Saute the chorizo until 
browned, remove and reserve. 

Add chicken skin-side down and brown 
on all sides, add salt, pepper and turmeric 
remove and reserve. Do the same for the 
shrimp and the squid. 

In the same pan, saute the onions and 
garlic. Cook for 5 minutes on a medium 
heat until its nice and caramelized then 
remove and reserve. 

Do the same for the bell pepper. 

Then, saute the tomatoes and cook until 
the mixture caramelizes a bit and the 
flavors meld. Fold in the rice and stir-fry 
to coat the grains. 

Add the shrimp, the chicken, bell 
pepper, onions, the mussel, the squid, 
chorizo, and saffron, pour in chicken 
stock and simmer for 10 minutes, gently 
move the pan around so the rice cooks 
evenly and absorbs the liquid. 

Add more stock, and bake in the oven 
for 45 min at 150C, add some stock if you 
need until the rice looks fluffy and moist. 

Cook's note: The ideal paella has a 
toasted rice bottom called socarrat. 

Grill your lobster with olive oil. 

Garnish with peas, parsley and lemon 
wedges.

What the 2013 midterm 



elections taught us about our 
social media behaviors

W e have just experienced three 
months of grueling campaign 
period for the mid-term elections: 
the eyesore of posters with faces 
zoomed to haunt you in another three months, 
loud speakers of motorcades parked by your 
house gates for hours, chanting jingles synced 
to novelty songs you will remember for the rest 
of your voting life. We may have anticipated the 
stark visibility of candidates but we are never one 
to put up with inanities. Candidates that never 
quite cut it hit a nerve and then we take our 
unsolicited opinion to the place where everyone 
belongs, the Internet. 

According to a Nielsen Net Index Survey 
conducted in South East Asia, Internet usage 
among Filipinos increased from 56% in 2009 to 
76%. In a more recent survey, it says that close 
to half of the Philippine population now has 
Internet access. Major activities include online 
gaming, porn, visits to broadsheet websites, and 
social media. As you well know, when people 
interact in a controlled environment, it simply 
becomes a sociological examination. The Internet 
however does not know restraint. 

We have seen television take over 
newspapers, and your newsfeed has doubled for 
the tube. While you get blow-by-blow accounts 
of everything noteworthy and insignificant, 
reactions and overreactions have become real 
time, too. News platforms race to claim they 
reported it first. Creative people clamor to get 
Facebook likes and shares to quantify laughs 
for memes. Insight and wordplay get inventive 
for them to trend. A feed is not necessarily 
nourishing, and attention becomes a commodity, 
and so the cycle to produce novelty repeats every 
mbps. 

This wave of behaviors shown before and 
during the May 2013 midterm elections has 
surfaced a few characteristics of the Filipino 
netizens, and a few would go outside a 
newsfeed and look in as an observer. Vehemence 
and laughs were the loudest and may have left 
little space for contemplation. 

Case in point: celebrity comedian affirms 
senatorial candidate's lack of credentials, 
cements the collective nod among netizens, and 


assumed her loss. Political neophyte wins to an 
astonishing ranking, and social media takes on a 
tirade of frustration, criticizing the unintelligible 
vote of the impoverished mass, the gullibility of 
half of the country's population, succumbing 
to the promise from catchy advertisements 
and doubtful handshakes. To make sense the 
contradiction of the result and the collective 
sentiment, accusations that she bought votes 
flew. 

That was not enough. Much to the Vice 
President's daughter's ease about her skin tone is 
the irony that she was taunted for her dark color, 
unarguably incongruous to the fact that we are a 
brown race. Hashtagged racial slurs and kitschy 
memes would still be popping out of your feed 


until today. Some have come to the defense of 
the hate saying the pang-aasar is rooted to the

disappointment, and pang- 
aasar is a Pinoy cultural trait 
that we embrace. 

In an instant the over¬ 
sharing public became mobile 
political analysts. While they 
sort out the reasons for 
the unfavorable outcome 
of the senatorial elections, 
assumptions of injustice are 
firmly embedded on snide and 
insulting graphics. But how 
and why has the intelligentsia 
been so quick to marginalize 
the impoverished because of 
their decisions?

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DYNAMICS OF DIVORCE 


M arriage is meant to be 

permanent. The vows that are 
exchanged are not just mere 
words that were meant to be poetic 
to make the wedding ceremony more 
colorful. The wedding vows were meant to be 
complied with to the latter. "I take you (name 
of the person), to be my lawfully wedded wife/ 
husband, to have and to hold, for better or 
for worse, for richer or for poorer, in sickness 
and in health, 'til death do us part." Sadly, 
many people forget or worse just simply don't 
understand it. In most cases, the latter is 
true. Most people rather get married without 
understanding what marriage is all about. 
Often, people concentrate on the wedding 
day itself and fail to contemplate on the life 
after the ceremony—marriage. Our culture 
seem to have a notion that getting a married 
is a solution to certain problems such as an 
unexpected pregnancy, an escape from family 
issues, getting a green card, or simply because 
the ritual is more important than the marriage. 

Jewish law endorses divorce. Jesus Christ 
explained that God intended marriage to be 
permanent but because of man's rebellion 
toward God, it was permitted in the Law of 
Moses. The account is recorded in Mark 1:1- 
12. Read through and you would notice three 
things: Jesus didn't permit divorce, Moses did 
not want to permit divorce, and divorce is a 
result of man's outright rebellion. Furthermore, 
the Bible cites only two circumstances 
where divorce is allowed: Sexual Immorality 
(Matthew 5:32;19:9); and a believer spouse 
is abandoned by the non-believing spouse (I 
Corinthians 7:15). On both instances, divorce 
is only allowed but not encouraged. 

Confession, forgiveness, reconciliation, and 
restoration are always the first steps. Divorce 
should only be viewed as a last resort. We 
have to understand that in ancient times and 
this was practiced in all cultures, that if the 
husband is displeased with his wife for any 
reason, he can just simply throw her out of the 
house or kill her and get another woman for 
a wife. Hence, the divorce law provided for 
in the Law of Moses was revolutionary for its 
time because it gave not only protection to the 
life of women but also legal protection and it 
conferred rights albeit limited to the woman. 

In the days of Jesus, husbands divorced their 
wives for a number of mundane reasons 


like, bad cooking, old age, an ugly face, etc. For 
that reason, Jesus told the Pharisees that marriage 
is a permanent institution and the only basis for 
divorce is sexual immorality. Today is just slightly 
different. I've read cases wherein married couples 
sought annulment of the marriage is because of 
irreconcilable differences, love is no longer present, 
the spouse found a younger partner, and so on. 

Philippine law does not have a divorce law that 
dissolves the marriage union but it does have a law 
that allows temporary separation. In other countries 
it is called conditional divorce where spouses are 
physically separated but are still legally married. 

Here, we call it "Legal Separation". In Philippine 
law, annulment dissolves the marriage union. In 
annulment, the marriage is dissolved and the 
existence of the dissolved marriage is denied. It is 
as if it never existed. Divorce dissolves the marriage 
union but recognizes the previous union. 

Given the aforementioned, I would like to 
emphasize on the point that marriage is permanent 
and only death of either spouse is only way out 
of marriage. In case of conflict for whatever 
reason, confession, forgiveness, reconciliation, and 
restoration are always the first steps. Divorce should 
only be viewed as a last resort. Furthermore, the 
only basis for divorce is sexual immorality. The 
second basis found in the bible can't be applied 
in the Philippines since it would open unnecessary 
religious discriminations. It is also unconstitutional 
in my opinion. Therefore, I prefer divorce over 
annulment provided that the basis is adultery or 
concubinage and to an extreme extent spousal 
abuse, crime, and severe drug or alcohol addiction. 

It is provided for in the Philippine 1987 
Constitution, Article 2, Section 12, on which the 
family is a basic autonomous social institution and 
in The Family Code, Article 1, it is provided for 
that marriage is the foundation of the family and 
an inviolable social institution. Therefore, destroy 
marriage then the family is destroyed and in turn 
destroys society. Q

ACCIDENTAL 

CAPITALIST

He tells people not to buy his 
products. He doesn't show up at work 
for months at a time. No wonder 
YVON CHOUINARD is America's most 
unconventional CEO. 


I t's not easy to get a hold of Yvon 
Chouinard, the legendary climber, 
adventurer and founder of Patagonia, 
the wildly successful apparel company 
headquartered in Ventura, California. He's 74 
years old, fit, rich and very cranky about the 
destructive smudge humans continue to lay on 
the planet. His efforts to mitigate the damage 
by making his company and others ecologically 
responsible have cast him as the Galahad of 
the green revolution. And it turns out, saving 
the environment is a good excuse to be out in 
it: -Chouinard spends six months a year out of 
touch around the world—wherever the surf is 
good and the fish are biting. 

"We haven't seen him in five months," said 
his assistant when I called. "He's off surfing 
and fishing somewhere. He doesn't own a cell 
phone. There's no way to get in touch with 
him." 

I met Chouinard 30 years ago in Moose, 
Wyoming at his house—a log cabin with a 
chimney made of river rocks set in a way that 
allowed his then eight-year-old son and three- 
year-old daughter to learn to climb to the top. I 
spent three days there with Yvon and his wife, 
Malinda, whom he met during an argument 
over a Yosemite campsite. We talked about his 
days in that famous cathedral of rocks where 
he and a ragtag gang of lost boys authored 
the first climbs of El Capitan, Half Dome and 
other famous monoliths in the valley. It was 
there, out of the trunk of his Chevy, that he 
used a portable forge to hammer out pitons 
for his climber friends, his first business. 

I still had the number for the cabin, and I 
dialed it on the off chance that I might catch 
him there. He doesn't own an answering 
machine, so it rang till I gave up. I phoned 
half a dozen times over the next two weeks, 
until one afternoon in September Malinda 
answered and called Yvon to the phone. He 
was stopping there for a week before heading 
to New Haven for a panel at Yale University 
to discuss his new book, The Responsible 
Company. Then he was off to fish in Canada 
for a month. We made a date to meet in early 
November in Ventura. 

• 

The Yale appearance took place in a wood- 
paneled theater-style classroom that held 
500 adoring students. They watched as a 
moderator introduced -Chouinard, who was 
wearing a travel-anywhere -Patagonia sports 
coat, one of more than 600 products the 
company manufactures and sells. Also on the 
panel was the book's co-author, 61-year-old 
Vincent Stanley, novelist, poet and marketing 
director of Patagonia. He is also Chouinard's 
nephew, and his face, though less sun- 
weathered, bears a resemblance. 

This wasn't -Chouinard's first trip to Yale. 

In 1995 its school of forestry awarded him 
an honorary doctor of humane letters degree 
for his work on many eco projects. When he 
received the letter announcing the award, 
he was cranky as usual, but his response 
was tinged with the wry humor that often 
-accompanies his crankiness. 
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"They didn't know what to give me because 
I didn't have a degree in anything. So when 
they said humane letters I told them I didn't 
even like humans. It was really just a smart 
remark." 

A smart remark, sort of, but with an 
undercurrent of cynicism evinced by the fact 
that he will tell you evil is stronger than good. 

"I still believe that," he says. "Whether or 
not it's true it's a good way to think. It keeps 
you from getting hit in the back of the head. 
Like I've said, if you want to do good, you 
actually have to do something. Good doesn't 
just happen; evil does, without your doing 
anything. It's all around us. In sports, for 
instance, you're always being pulled to cheat, 
to make it easier to get one up on somebody 
else, whether you're doping or using extra- 
sticky rubber on your climbing shoes. You have 
to resist it, and if you want to do good you 
actually have to act." 

He has designed his company to be an 
ongoing act for good, and the book he and 
Stanley were at Yale to discuss is a detailed 
blueprint for bringing companies toward the 
Patagonia model: a laid-back, committed 
and enlightened approach to corporate 
consciousness that brought the company $600 
million in sales last year. Patagonia has 1,500 
employees worldwide and 900 applicants for 
every job. It's been described as more of a 
movement than a business. 

The Responsible Company includes chapters 
on pay and benefits, transparency about 
products' social and environmental impact, 
energy use and reducing toxins, a point 
Stanley illustrated by holding up his ring 
finger: "To make a wedding ring generates 
20 tons of mine waste," he said. The second 
half of the book contains guidelines that 
detail how companies can move toward the 
corporate responsibility that -Chouinard 
champions with the evangelical energy of a 
tent preacher. 

"I hate the word sustainable," he told the 
audience. "Responsible is the word I use. 
Society is always pushing us to exceed our 
resources. We're not citizens anymore, we're 
consumers. We don't have to stop being 
consumers; we just have to become better 
consumers." 

To make the point, on Black Friday in 
November 2011 the company had run an ad 
in The New York Times that featured a photo 
of a Patagonia coat and the headline don't buy 
this jacket. It was part of a partnership called 
Common Threads, which urges customers to 
buy only what they need and promises to fix 
or recycle whatever wears out or is unusable. 

Regarding the weak economy, -Chouinard 
told the students, "I love recessions. During 
this last recession we've never had such 
growth. People become conservative. They'll 
buy products that last a long time. We have 
loyal customers. We let them tell us how big 
we should be and what to make. We grew 30 
percent last year. This year we decided that's 
too much and we're going to go for 15 percent. 
The truth is that every time we've done the 
right thing, it's made us money." 

On politics he again turned cranky and 
provocative. "The United States is too big to 
govern," he said. "California is the ninth- 
largest economy in the world. It should be its 
own country. We have a flawed Constitution. 
There isn't an emerging country in the world 
that wants to copy our electoral process." 


The panel opened to questions, and the 
subject turned to how Patagonia enlisted 50 
of the world's largest clothing companies 
(including Walmart, Levi's and Nike) to create 
the Sustainable Apparel Coalition, which is 
developing the Higg index—a rating system 
that will allow buyers to compare products' 
environmental impact. 

"The index gives ammunition to the 
consumer," Chouinard tells me later. "They 
can look at five pairs of jeans on a table, and 
if one is a two and the other a 10, they'll be 
able to tell which was made more responsibly. 

I think the coalition is the most exciting thing 
we've done." 

• 

Chouinard was born in Maine to a tough, 
mechanically talented French Canadian father 
and an adventurous mother, and for his first 
seven years he spoke only French. In 1946 the 
family made a Grapes of Wrath-style trip in an 
old Chrysler to Burbank, California. 

Speaking no English and stuck with a 
girl's name, he had a hard time in grammar 
school. He was an all-around athlete in high 
school but found what would become lifelong 
passions in the solitary sports of fishing, 
climbing and surfing. 

He is a small man—five-foot-four, about 
140 pounds—and has a sense of humor about 
his size. When Yale asked him how they could 
improve the university, "I told them to lower 
the urinals," he says. "They are too high." 

He is nevertheless a smooth and powerful 
athlete: nimble, quick and tenacious on the 
tennis court, able to turn small waves into 
long rides in the water, and strong, graceful 
and daring—at a level of difficulty that would 
make spiders sweat—as a rock climber (one of 
the most -celebrated in the world). 

Chouinard began climbing on small rock 
piles around southern California and then 
moved on to hobo summers in Wyoming's 
Tetons, driving there in a 1940 Ford he'd 
rebuilt in auto shop. One summer he and 
a friend ate cat food and slept in an old 
incinerator they'd cleaned out. "I can sleep 
anywhere," Chouinard says. At 17 he fell 
in with a hard-climbing bunch of Yosemite 
beatniks who were using soft-metal pitons, 
the spikes from which safety ropes are hung, 
to make the first climbs of the great valley 
walls. Chouinard, an obsessive toolmaker, 
got busy on a better mousetrap. He bought 
a junkyard forge and anvil, installed them in 
his car and began making harder, reusable 
pitons out of chrome molybdenum, a material 
that made it possible for climbers to remove 
the pitons from the cracks after climbing past 
them. European pitons cost 20 cents each and 
had to be left in the rock. Chouinard's harder 
spikes cost $1.50 but were reusable, and 
the enterprise began to pay for his climber's 
lifestyle. 

These were the glory days of -Yosemite 
climbing. The great granite faces of El Capitan, 
Half Dome and others still stood unclimbed. 
"We didn't know if these things could be 
summited or not," says -Chouinard, looking 
back on the most perilous of the early big- 
wall efforts. "We had to face the fear of the 
unknown. We just went for it." He and the 
others reveled in the fact that climbing rocks 
that could kill you accomplished nothing. 

"It was the 1960s," he says. "We climbed 
out of rebellion." They called themselves 
"conquistadors of the useless." 


One of his most famous first ascents pushed 
him to his absolute limit and left him hanging 
in a hammock 2,000 feet up on the sheer, 
blank face of El Cap, his fingers so swollen he 
couldn't tie a proper knot, out of food, out 
of water, hallucinating. The route was called 
the Salathe Wall, after a legendary Yosemite 
climber and blacksmith. 

Chouinard and climbing partner Tom Frost, 
carrying the minimum supplies they thought 
they'd need, spent nine days hammering, 
carving a way up—"becoming one with the 
rock in a way you don't get when you're up 
there for just a few hours or a few days," 
he says. "You're hungry and freezing and it 
becomes like you're in the mountain. I love the 
big walls for that." 

About the hallucinations he says, "There 
are different ways to get there, that deep Zen 
moment, but they all take a lot of time and 
effort. I've experienced it in the shed, at the 
forge, the repetitive pounding out of pitons 
one after another, then throwing them in a 
barrel. After a while the barrel starts to glow." 

The tin shed he's talking about still stands 
among Patagonia's other buildings in Ventura. 
He and Frost rented it from a meatpacking 
company and incorporated as the Great Pacific 
Iron Works. They expanded their catalog into 
soft goods, including rugby shirts, jackets and 
shorts, as well as the climbing hardware, and 
in 1972 incorporated as Patagonia. The first 
employees were a dozen climbing friends. 

Becoming a businessman has been a long 
struggle for -Chouinard, who to this day calls 
businessmen "greaseballs" or "pasty-faced 
corpses in suits." Working with money, he likes 
to say, is "getting doo-doo on your hands," 
and Patagonia's early success embarrassed him 
in a way. 

As Chouinard writes in his 2005 
autobiography, Let My People Go Surfing, 

"The typical young Republican's dream of 
making more money than his parents, starting 
a company, growing it as fast as possible, 
taking it public and retiring to the golf courses 
of a leisure world has never appealed to me. 
My values are the result of living a life close 
to nature and being passionately involved in 
what some people would call risky sports. My 
wife, Malinda, and I and the other contrarian 
employees of Patagonia have taken lessons 
learned from these sports and our alternative 
lifestyle and applied them to running a 
company." 

He takes great pride in being contrarian. 

"If I'd done all the things the business people 
have told me to do, I'd have gone out of 
business a long time ago," he says. "The only 
fun is breaking the rules and making it work. 
And since I own the company and have no 
stockholders, I can do what I want." 

In fact, there was a moment about 20 years 
after he started the company when its runaway 
success came perilously close to sinking the 
business and forced -Chouinard to put both 
hands deep into the doo-doo. Company 
earnings were $80 million, and it took galloping 
expansion to keep up with demand for the 
clothing. 

"Those were the toughest times we ever 
went through," says Stanley, who as head of 
marketing was in charge of putting together 
the highly praised catalogs. "It was 1991. We 
had very strong sales and were committed to 
growing. We launched new product lines. We 
had almost unlimited credit with the bank,

and we were using it. Then the country went 
into recession, and our bank wasn't prepared 
and we weren't prepared. There was a cutoff 
of credit. We had too much inventory and not 
enough inventory control, and we had to let 
20 percent of our people go." 

Chouinard still suffers from the memory of 
firing 120 people, many of them old friends. 
"It was absolutely a feeling of failure," he 
says. "It was certainly my fault. I took my 
eye off the ball, and we just got lost going 
for growth. Since then I've done everything 
differently." 

In 2001 the good that Chouinard built into 
his business became a program called 1 % for 
the Planet, which mandates that one percent 
of company sales go to small environmental 
activist groups. Last year that amounted to 
$750,000 for Patagonia, not including the 
contributions from individual stores, which 
now number 60 worldwide. Today the 
program has expanded to include 1,300 other 
companies, which have contributed more than 
$45 million since its founding. 

In the early 1990s -Chouinard decided to 
examine the pollution and energy use involved 
in producing Patagonia's clothing line. The 
company looked closely at the four major 
fabrics and all the dyes being used. It began 
to recycle plastic soda bottles to make fleece 
jackets. And in 1994 it made the risky decision 
that the only kind of cotton it would use in its 
clothes would be organic. 

"It wasn't easy to make the transition," 
says -Chouinard. "Cotton had been grown 
for most of its 4,000-year history without the 


the staff. Chouinard, who has two older sisters, says, "I think women are smarter than men, 
more intuitive, more loyal." 

"The most amazing thing about this place," Vincent Stanley tells me the morning I arrive 
in Ventura, "is that it hasn't changed in 40 years. When I got here in 1968 it was this tiny 
culture of 20 climbers and surfers, and it had this feeling for equality and excellence that has 
survived into a company of 1,500 people with a very sophisticated management process. 

I think it's because Yvon and Malinda's spirit, and what they consider important, hasn't 
changed. And the day care," he points to three women shepherding 1 5 preschoolers across 
a lawn, "which Malinda is instrumental in, is a big part of the reason for the feeling of 
community. It's hard to be hierarchical around kids. They soften the culture, keep us honest." 

On the way across the campus I stop by the Quonset hut that houses -letcher -Chouinard 
Designs, where Yvon's son builds Patagonia surfboards. I'd heard Yvon complain for years 
about the shoddy quality of the boards he was breaking around the world, and 20 years ago 
his son began to design boards out of new, sturdier, nontoxic material. Son had followed 
father into risky sports, surfing big waves, 20- and 30-footers, including at Mavericks, 
northern California's notorious garden of breaking monsters. 

"I really enjoy riding the big waves," Fletcher tells me as we talk over the noise of 
computerized machines grinding boards out of nontoxic Styrofoam. "Mavericks is a scary 
place, but it's fun being terrified. And I don't let anything come out of here that I haven't 
ridden." 


use of all the poisonous chemicals currently in the process. But we found there weren't many 
organic-cotton growers in the world. It's very labor intensive, and we knew it was going to be 
expensive." 

Patagonia's cotton T-shirts cost an average of $10 more than conventional cotton shirts. 
Patagonia customers, however, have been willing to pay the price. 

• 

Ventura is a beach town about 70 miles northwest of Los Angeles, and Chouinard chose it for 
his tin-shed forge because the local waves were good. He's been surfing here since 1958. He 
and Malinda own a house on the water, but these days he does most of his surfing about an 
hour and a half north at a place he calls the ranch—100 gated acres of pristine coastal hills 
dotted with huge old oak and eucalyptus trees where he built his dream getaway. It's a small 
three-bedroom house with a view of a perfect reef break 100 feet below that is accessible 
only from the private land or by boat. The 1,500-square-foot house was built to extreme green 
standards: Nearly all the wood and stone is recycled, and 600 toxic materials Chouinard says 
are ordinarily used in home construction were painstakingly excluded. 

It's a handsome, comfortable place so energy efficient he's never had to heat or cool it. 
When I ask him how much it cost, he says, "The materials were nothing—broken sidewalk and 
old railroad-trestle beams. But the labor," he rolls his eyes, "I don't even want to know." 

Chouinard had returned to Ventura for two reasons: because Patagonia's board of directors 
(which includes Yvon and -Malinda and their two children, Fletcher, now 38, and Claire, 33) 
scheduled a meeting, and because Claire was about to deliver his first grandchild, a girl named 
Arrow. 

I've been to the headquarters property they call the campus half a dozen times over the 
years. I've watched it grow from two buildings to five, but the feel of the place remains pretty 
much what it was 30 years ago. The fuel-efficient cars in the parking lot have surfboards and 
kayaks on roof racks for when the surf is up. The company flex-time policy allows employees 
to pursue their sports. Young staffers, dressed mostly in Patagonia, move without hurry past 
a sandbox and a large, grassy play area for the 50 kids, 16 months to five years old, who are 
part of the company's child-care program. All the 300 employees here, as well as 1,300 others 
around the world, full and part time, have health insurance. Women make up more than half 


The tin shed he rented in 1966 to 
build mountaineering equipment still 
stands on the Patagonia campus. 

"What Fletcher has done with surfboards 
is what I did with climbing gear," says his 
proud father. "He's reinvented the surfboard, 
making the best boards out of totally different, 
stronger materials. He's got a great reputation 
for big-wave boards because he rides them 
himself, does his own testing. I'm his old-guy 
tester."

IT’S AMAZING HOW MANY THINGS GET IN THE WAY TO QUALIFY THAT. THERE IS

EXPLANATIONS/REASONS FOR THINKING SO ARE NOT ALL THAT CLEAR, SO MAYBE WE

Reading up on RP, and remembering my 
clients who have come to me specifically 
with RP problems. I've narrowed down my 
insights to two words: Age and Attitude. 

Age is the critical factor when it comes 
to RP Admittedly, for those so inclined 
(and, alas, even those who are not), a new 
partner—especially with younger and more 
perky bits—might help, but only 
for the first night (if even that). 

As one of my clients mentioned: "I tried

There are few things more erection 
deflating and refractory-period-increasing 
than spectatoring.

revel in each other's bodies, etc. sex ceases 
to be fun. And after you've had your kids 
and proven you love your spouse more than 
anyone else in the world, isn't fun what it's 
all about?

IMELDA fA FERDINAND MARCOS 

A CANDID CONVERSATION WITH THE FORMER PRESIDENT AND FIRST LADY OF THE PHILIPPINES ABOUT TYRANNY, REVOLUTION, BETRAYAL, LOVE-AND THOSE SHOES 


A century and some has given us leaders as heroes or tyrants, but perhaps none has ever come close to being 
multi-dimensional as that age of the Marcoses. News of undeclared entities and offshore accounts has rekindled 
sentiments about that brief golden age of Philippine economy, or hit a nerve with memories on human rights 
abuses. On all accounts, Ferdinand was king and Imelda was heroine. It has been almost three decades since 
they were toppled over, but they have successfully left riddles for the Filipino psyche, and while the family has 
continued to bask in wealth. Someone once said that those who do not learn from history are bound to commit 
its mistakes. Here is an opportunity to revisit that past, and maybe learn from what was once unheard or dispel 
misconceptions and illusions of their persona. Here is a candid conversation with the former president and first 
lady of the Philippines about tyranny, revolution, betrayal, love—and those shoes. 


On a good day, Ferdinand Marcos risen with the sun, does a few stretching 
exercises and gazes out at his domain: a couple of acres of grass and 
flowers in the hills of Honolulu, with a decent view of Diamond Head. 

His wife, Imelda, wakes up a few hours later and prepares for her; 
tending the rows of dark-red bougainvillaea she's planted, pottering about 
in her garden-an assemblage of clay pots with plants from the homeland 
enclosed by a mesh of chicken wire. She then plans the day's main events- 
lunch and dinner. The rosary beads she fingers keep her constant company. 

Theirs is a classic study in batinos-how the mighty have fallen. For 29 
years, they ruled supreme as the president and first lady of the Philippines. 
Elected president in 1965, Marcos declared martial law in 1972 in the face 
of what he called "lawless elements" and the Communist-led insurgency 
and effectively turned his country into his own personal fiefdom. For 14 
years, he consolidated his rule, resisting calls for fair elections, confident in 
his support by successive U.5. Governments, which were always eager to 
have a firm ally securing the two giam U.5. military bases in the Philippines. 
As martial law stretched into the Eighties, there were increased reports of 
systematic lecting of the public purse and more and more disregard for 
human rights. 

Meanwhile, Marcos had named Imelda first governor of Metro Manila; 
she assumed vast control over the city's life. Always obsessed by "beauty," 
she determined to leave her mark by gutting slums and evecting a huge 
cultural center in Manila, where she could entertain such famous friends 
as George Hamilton, Cristina Ford and Ronald Reagan. She also made the 
most of her position by jet-setting around the globe and meeting world 
leaders (Qaddah, Castro, Mao, Kosygin, the shah, the Pope, to name a 
few), sometimes negotiating in her husband's stead. Her lavish taste for 
the firer things in life, the huge-some said abscene-amounts of money she 
spent on furs, jewelry and shoes, and her reputation for dealing harshly 
with perceived enemies earned her the title in the world press of Steel 
Butterfly. 

"An enchanted fairy tale" is the way Imelda Marcos likes to describe 
her political and martial union with her husband. The fairy tale began to 
sour quickly in 1983, when the Marcoses' major opposition leader, Benigno 
Aquino, returned from exile in the United States and was assassinated 
moments after his commercial flight landed in Manila. Although Philippine 
army troops had been on hand to meet him, under the command of 
Ferdinand Marcos' military chief of staff, General Fabian Ver, Marcos 
maintained that a Communist gunman had somehow made his way 
through the ranks and shot Aquino. International opinion said otherwise; 
Marcos was pressured into ordering a special court to investigate 
the matter. The middle class of the country took to the streets in an 
unprecedented display of opposition, which was covered by international 
television. 

When Ver was officially acquitted and reinstated to his army post, 
the political pressure from the United States-the Reagan Administration 
having been a particularly staunch supporter of the Marcos regime-and the 
daily demonstrations in Manila led Marcos to call fora quick election. His 
opponent was Aquino's widow, Corazon, and her campaign, pledge to rid 
the country of corruption led to a mass movement. An international team 
of observers, including delegation from the United States Congress, was 
dispatched to watch the polling places in the February 1986 election. The 


reports of vote fraud were unambiguous; Marcos was the reported winner, 
but the election was rigged. 

The pressure at home and from the U.S. continued unabated. 
Demonstrations increased. President Reagan dispatched his friend and 
advisor Senator Paul Laxalt to tell Marcos of U.S. concerns. Still, Marcos 
resisted. But within two weeks of the election, a key player, defense 
minister Juan Ponce Enrile, switched sides. He joined with Corazon Aquino 
to engineer a bloodless revolution, Ferdinand Marcos and Imelda Marcos, 
along with an assortment of family members and staff, were forced 
to flee the Malacahang Palace in the middle of the middle of the night, 
leaving half-eaten dinners on the table. After a stopover in Guam, they 
ended up in Honolulu. There they have been "marooned"-lmelda Marcos' 
word-ever since. 

Aside from gardening and stargazing, the Marcoses spend a lot 
of time trying to avoid appearances before two American grand juries 
convened to investigate their finances-and those of the Philippines, since 
they were entertained for more than 20 years. The Marcoses' reported 
wealth-his salary as president was less than $6000 a year-is in the billions 
and is supposed to include real estate in Manhattan, entire corporations, 
countless foreign bank accounts. 

Although they insist, as did General MacArthur, that they will return 
to the Philippines, many observers feel that their "retirement" in Hawaii 
is appropriate. Both Marcoses grew up while the Philippines was an 
American protectorate; and when they reminisce about the past and 
talk about the present, the tone of the conversation is almost that the 
Philippines, after all, is the 51 st state-more American than America. Both 
have the ultimate colonial mentality. 

Still, their desire to return, however farfetched, seems sincere. Their 
eyes fill up when they talk of it, in impassioned speeches, in poetry, in 
bursts of song. Reclaiming their power in the Philippines is something they 
consider their divine destiny. PLAYBOY sent West Coast-based freelance 
writer Ken Kelly and San Francisco Examiner reporter Phil Bronstein to 
Honolulu for a week to conduct the "Playboy Interview" with the deposed 
couple. Here is Kelley's account: 

"I asked Bronstein to be my co-interviewer because he's been covering 
the chaotic Philippines scene from the past five years and knows Filipino 
politics on both sides of the Marcos fence. Most important, I knew that 
Ferdinand and Imelda Marcos trusted him to give a fair depiction of their 
predicament, even though some of the his reports about them in the 
Examiner were quite scathing. He was the first reporter in the palace the 
night the Marcoses fled." 

" I also knew that PLAYBOY had tried to interview Marcos while they 
were still in power, only to have the deal fall through at the last minute. 
And, indeed, this one almost did, too: After the session had begun, 
Ferdinand began waffling about whether or not he wanted to go through 
with it. He was persuaded by Bronstein to carry on, perhaps aided by 
the reporter's spirited piano playing to accompany Imelda's versions of " 
Sentimental Journey" and "Don't Fence Me In". 

"Some of the old forms were followed. We drove up to chez Marcos 
and waited a good half hour before being admitted-beefy security guards 
shuffled about, but here the hired help were watching "Wheel of Fortune" 
on a TV set in the vacant garage.

"Duly admitted, we waited an hour or so before Ferdinand Marcos 
emerged ' impeccably attired in his pinstripe-tool suit. The temperature 
was around 90 degrees; and he didn't even sweat a drop. He did appear 
to have a lot of trouble walking. He teetered and tottered about , one step 
at a time." 

"I figured we would be bucky to get an hour out of him. Wrong. We 
interviewed him for several hours in his living room; and as we talked, 
he became rejuvenated and would vigorously gesticulate when trying 
to emphasize a point-it was a remarkable transformation. So much so, 
in fact; that Imelda Marcos; who had arrange the daily lunch spread, on 
o'clock on the dot, was waving her hands in obvious displeasure-"Get in 
here now' motions. 

"Eventually we did." 

"We ended up spending seven hours around that unmense table, a 
piece of weed that seemed ten yards long. Ferdinand-"Mr. President", as 
he prefers to be called-set at the south end of the table with Bronstein and 
his mike, while I sat at the other end zone with 'Ma'am' Imelda's official 
appellation, may tape recorder running. 

"It was a fascinating interplay. Bronstein was at one end, I was at 
the other, and although we'd have a lot of uninterrupted one-on-one 
discussion, Imelda has a finely tuned ear. And a strong voice. Occasionally, 
while talking with me, she'd interrupt the 


Bronstein-Ferdinand conversation to interject her own opinions, to which 
her husband would sometimes reply with exasperation." 

Talking with Imelda Marcos is like talking with the Filipina version 
of Maria Von Trapp-she sings her point of views so often, songs from 
Broadway classics to nursery rhymes she'd learned as a child. She does it 
to make her point in a light way. Her husband, on the other hand, likes 
to lighten things up by telling lawyer jokes, having been one for so long, 
he knows them all, and so does everybody he's telling them to, and the 
staff cracks up because he's telling a joke-he's Marcos after all. But when 
you boil it down to sheer entertained value, Imelda wins hands down. She 
plays her living room with gusto. 

"During our luncheon session, the conversations were repeatedly 
interrupted by call from the Philippines. Some were taken in the dining 
room, some just outside, but Ferdinand's and Imelda's response could be 
still heard. His voice was much more low-key; hers, much more enimated. 
" Now you make sure that you get your act together, combine all the 
liberation forces, make sure that the Moslems and the Christians get 
together and we'll free the country and become one nation again." She 
shouted at one point. It was not just for the benefit of the reporters' ears. 
Ferdinand and Imelda Marcos desperately want to return. And that was 
the topic with which we began our conversations". 



PLAYBOY: Mr. President, if you 
were somehow to return to power 
in the Philippines, what would be 
the first thing you would do? 
FERDINAND: Immediately stop 
the corruption taking place under 
Madame Aquino. 

PLAYBOY: The same corruption 
that many feel drove you from 
office in the first place? 
FERDINAND: That is the popular 
perception, encouraged by the 
media. What is never mentioned is 
that Madame Aquino's family has 
been one of the largest landholders 
in the Philippines for centuries. 
PLAYBOY: How would you stop 
this alleged corruption? 
FERDINAND: Arrest everybody 
engaged in it. Madame Aquino 
doesn't have the nerve to do that. 
PLAYBOY: So if you went back 
into power, you would arrest Mrs. 


Aquino on corruption charges? 
FERDINAND: No, I would 
just prevent her people from 
participating in all the enterprises 
they are engaged in. Like Peping 
Cojuangco [Aquino's brother]. 

He should just be anesthetized. 
[Laughs] 

PLAYBOY: Speaking of corruption, 
your old friend former defense 
minister Johnny Ponce Enrile, who 
helped stage the revolt against you, 
said he committed fraud for you 
during the last presidential election, 
the one you claim you rightfully 
won. 

FERDINAND: Come on! Come on! 
He doesn't have the guts to commit 
fraud. He is a guy who always 
orders somebody else to do the 
dirty work. 

PLAYBOY: Don't you concede it 
was possible that there was fraud 


during the elections? 

FERDINAND: Yes. There was fraud 
on both sides. But mine was not 
massive. In the last weeks, my 
opposition was using greenbacks 
to buy votes. We have the sworn 
statements of some of these 
people. 

PLAYBOY: Did you give these 
statements to the team of U.S. 
observers that charged your side 
with voter fraud? 

FERDINAND: The team didn't 
really bother. One gentleman, 

I won't name him-visited one 
election precinct, then went to the 
bar and made up stories about us. 
PLAYBOY: Thinking back about 
your down fall, do you now think 
you relied on people who betrayed 
you? How did you know whom to 
trust? 

FERDINAND: It came down to a 


choice between bad and worse. 
PLAYBOY: Meaning? 

FERDINAND: Meaning General 
[Fidel] Ramos or General Ver. How 
can you choose? One guy, Ramos, 
is a weaking, and his people are 
traitors. The other, Ver, would give 
his life for you-but he's too rough. 
He kicks people-things like that. 

Like Patton. 

IMELDA: [Speaking at the other 
end of the table] I used to tell him, 
"The palace is a snake farm" 
FERDINAND: Still, I think the first 
lady and I acquired an instinct in 
determining who can be trusted. 
We flatter ourselves in believing we 
have been largely right. 

IMELDA: Our instincts? Well, 
remember, he's a very linear 
thinker-very precise, logical, one, 
two, three. But I think very... 
woman, very holistic. So sometimes 
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he thinks I'm dumb and spaced 
out. 

PLAYBOY: What's an example? 
IMELDA: I'll tell him this or that 
guy is no good. He'll say, "Wanna 
bet? His credentials are this, that, 
fantastic; he comes from Harvard or 
wherever." I'll say, "Funny, but he 
just doesn't look right." 

PLAYBOY: And you always 
mistrusted Enrile? 

IMELDA: Yes, and I'm sorry I was 
proved right. 

PLAYBOY: Mr. President, Mrs. 
Marcos says you are rational and 
logical, yet others say you are 
superstitious. Don't you believe 
in special numbers and carry a 
talisman? 

FERDINAND: I am not 

superstitious. But I do believe 
in clairvoyance. I believe in 
extrasensory perception. I believe 
in telepathic massages. I get the 
idea to watch out for a particular 
fellow-he may have a pistol in his 
pocket, ready to shoot me. 
PLAYBOY: Does your clairvoyance 
tell you anything about a possible 
return? 

FERDINAND: Yes, I have that 
feeling. God, or the Big Guy there, 
my guardian angel, tells me. I keep 
asking, "Give me a sign if I can 
return." 

PLAYBOY: Any sign so far? 
FERDINAND: So far, the sign has 
been "Don't move yet." 

PLAYBOY: What about the move 
you made in January, when there 
was a private jet waiting for you at 
Honolulu Airport to fly you back to 
rally yours supporters just after an 
attempted coup? 

FERDINAND: No, no, wait a 
minute. Let's clarify this. There 
was someone representing this 
fellow who made inquiries to us 
here, but we never get in touch 
with anybody-except when they 
were already here and sent word 
they were available {laughs} if we 
wanted to use them. I said, "After 
all this hullabaloo, how can I accept 
your offer? I am not going to be 
shot down in the middle of the 
Pacific. That's not the graveyard I 
choose." 

PLAYBOY: You mean because the 
matter had become so public? 
FERDINAND: Yes, all the hubbub 
that was created. But back to 
your question: Do I believe in the 
spiritual, in the effectiveness of, 
well, communicating with your 
God? Yes, And I believe you will 
have to make an accounting to 
Him after death. Say you'd killed 
so and so. I would have to say, "If 
I did. Like, for instance, He would 
probably ask me, "Weren't you a 
participant in the conspiracy to kill 
Benigno Aquino?" And, of course, 
I'd tell Him, "You know better than 


that, Lord, because I was sick; I 
wasn't even working at the time it 
happened. I really ripped into the 
office of security." 

PLAYBOY: Does that mean you 
still believe in the lone-assassin 
theory-that the gunman, Rolando 
Galman, manage to penetrate all 
the airport security that your friend 
and military chief of staff General 
Fabian Ver had set up? 
FERDINAND: I don't "believe" I 
know. 

PLAYBOY: Yet you announced 
that theory even before your own 
investigaters had concluded their 
study. 

FERDINAND: That was because 
the American Ambassadors and 
the State Department people were 
postering me, along with my other 
critics. 

PLAYBOY: What would you have 
done with Aquino if he had not 
been murdered? 

FERDINAND: Bring him back to 
prison! Because he already had 
a death sentence over him, there 
was no need to assassinate him. All 
you had to do is bring him back to 
prison and let the execution take 
place. 

PLAYBOY: You mean you would 
have killed him anyway? 
FERDINAND: Throughout my 
20 years in office, I executed only 
one prisoner a heroin dealer who 
took pride in having destroyed 
the lives of so many Filipinos. 
Aquino, though, he was a sly one. 
He kept calling me to see if he 
could negotiate his way into the 
government. He even tried to do 
that a couple of months before he 
came back. 

IMELDA: I ran against Aquino [in 
congressional elections]. He was 
no threat to the president and 
me. I beat Aquino by more than 
1,000,000 votes. 

PLAYBOY: But, Mrs. Marcos, he 
was in jail at the time. 

IMELDA: Well, my God! That 
was the most romantic place to 
be in. I would like to be in jail 
when I'm running for office. No, 
my conscience is clear on Aquino. 
After [the assassination], people 
suspected me of conspiring with 
General Ver, but I'd be surprised if 
I've spoken ten sentences to the 
general in the past 20 years. In fact, 
when I called him, he would be 
terrorized 

PLAYBOY: Mr. President, wasn't 
Aquino's assassination the turning 
point for you? If he hadn't been 
killed, wouldn't you still be in 
Malacanang Palace? 

FERDINAND: His assassination 
just added to the resolve of the U.S 
embassy to try to knock me out. 

It was [former U.S Ambassador to 
the Philippines Michael] Armacost, 


I think, who masterminded the 
whole thing. But, look, he's 
now number three in the State 
Department. Let's not pick a 
quarrel with him. We have enough 
enemies. 

PLAYBOY: The first lady signaling 
us that it's time to eat. 

FERDINAND: We'll, shes the 
mistress of the house. In the 
Philippines, we say that once the 
lady of the house has spoken, you 
say, 

"amer," 

[There is a break for lunch, during 
which Mr. and Mrs. Marcos agree 
to keep taping the interview Mrs. 
Marcos has laid out a buffet lunch.] 
IMELDA: You know, these are 
all my recipes. I don't make the 
food myself, but they're all from 
my family tradition. Let's see-why 
don't you sit down next to me. 

[Mrs. Marcos is at one end of the 
table, the president at the other.] 
PLAYBOY: Mrs. Marcos, do you 
feel a bit of cabin fever, overseeing 
the running of a small compound 
here in Hawaii, instead of the glory 
you once commanded? 

IMELDA: No, because I feel that 
this is just an intermission in my 
life. I don't have as much to do as I 
did when I was in my country, but 
I feel very happy. I have my garden 
to tend to. My bougamvillaeas are 
blooming, and I feel hopeful. One 
of the things for which I part myself 
on the back is that I have not 
missed my possessions. It would 
be wonderful if I could see them 
once in a while, but I have a good 
memory. Malacanang Palace will 
always stay with me. 

PLAYBOY: Still, to go from dining 
with heads of state to gardening it 
must bother you. 

IMELDA: What bothers me more is 
that the press has got it all wrong. 
My husband, a great humanist, 
is called tyrant! A great dice-uh, I 
mean a great democrat is called a 
dictator! That bothers me. Fighting 
for the Philippines is like fighting 
for America, because we are one 
in spirit. And yet you leave the 
Philippines, this jewel of a country, 
in the hands of a coconut! What 
bothers me even more is that being 
here in America, the most beautiful 
country in the world-oh, why do 
you let japan outsmart you? Let 
me show you something. [Gets up, 
goes out of the dining room and 
returns] Look at this-what's this? 
PLAYBOY: It looks to us like Uncle 
Sam in a clown outfit— 

IMELDA: It is! Uncle Sam as a 
clown, and when you wind it up, 
it has a music box underneath that 
plays God Bless America. This is 
what American kids buy now. What 
a disgrace to us Americans— 
PLAYBOY: Us Americans? 


IMELDA: [Laughs] I can't believe 
I said that, us. [Knocks on her 
temples] Can you imagine, me 
being an American? But you see 
what I am saying-in America, this is 
what is being offered to American 
kids for playthings. Look at this 
one, too. 

PLAYBOY: It's a sort of G.I Joe 
with a walrus fangs-that's what 
they painted on our pictures in 
the Philippines after Cory Aquino 
took over, all over the place, fangs 
everywhere on the posters of me 
and the president [ Turns over 
toys] Let's see where these things 
were made-l knew it! Japan. The 
country saved by America after it 
tried to destroy America-they turn 
around and do things to America, 
and America just gobbles it all up. 
It's so terrible. Children, American 
children, are buying Japanese toys 
that ridicule America. 

PLAYBOY: Why do you have these 
items, then, if you're so disgusted 
by them? 

IMELDA: My grandchildren 
wanted some toys, and someone 
bought them. If I were a policeman. 
I'd shoot them down, these 
symbols of America. My friends in 
the Philippines tell me they're now 
making Cory Aquino dolls that look 
like those horrible rag dolls-what 
do you call them? 

PLAYBOY: Cabbage Patch Kids? 
IMELDA: Yes, those. And they're 
ugly. All the time I was in the 
Philippines, they never made a doll 
of me. I guess it's not my fault, 
because I'm not ugly. 

PLAYBOY: Whereas Mrs. Aquino 
is? 

IMELDA: No comment [Laughs] 

I just believe in beauty. Take 
PLAYBOY, for instance, PLAYBOY 
really shows beautiful women in 
a way they can be admired. Some 
people call it pornographic, but I 
don't think so. I think PLAYBOY 
shows the beauty of the female 
body. Goya did the same thing 
a century ago. Americans have 
always admired beauty, and I 
admire Americans because of that. 
But- Look at these toys! This is not 
beauty! 

PLAYBOY: We recall that you had 
something of a problem with naked 
pictures of yourself way back when- 
IMELDA: Yes, I got into trouble 
during the 1963 election. 

Somebody mounted my face on 
naked pictures. I was so furious- 
they were very naked, very ugly 
bodies. If they had used Marilyn 
Monroe's body, then I would have 
had no problem. I might even have 
ordered some [Laughs] 

But, again, I just don't understand 
why, when you have the most 
beautiful country in the world, you 
let other countries outsmart you. 
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PLAYBOY: What would be a better 
system? 

IMELDA: There should be only one 
leader. Too many cooks spoil the 
broth! You have the Congress, a 
very strong Congress, you have the 
Justice Departments;- 
PLAYBOY: You mean the Judiciary- 
IMELDA: Yes, that. And then you 
have the President, and then you 
have a fourth-the media. Who 
think of nothing but perceptions. 
PLAYBOY: Mr. Marcos began with 
a system like ours. You had in the 
Philippines the Batasang Pambansa, 
your own congress- 
IMELDA: Yes, and that is why 
Marcos changed it Originally, it was 
like yours, but it did not work, 
because we were all spread out- 
7150 islands. So Marcos changed it 
to a parliamentary system. 
FERDINAND: Excuse me, you're 
wrong. The reason was that in 
the old days, the congress system 
ended up with some congressmen 
blackmailing the president when 
the president tried to-well, 
systematize the expenditure of 
public funds. Why? Because a lot 
of the congressmen were collecting 
bribes. 

IMELDA: I didn't know this. 
FERDINAND: If we hadn't stepped 
in, the entire system would have 
collapsed. 

IMELDA: And as the days went by, 
it would have- 

FERDINAND: Please hold on! 
Instead of the simple martial law 
we declared, the alternative would 
have beer, the commander in chief's 
taking over the entire government. 
PLAYBOY: Of course, your critics 
charge that that's exactly what you 
did. 

FERDINAND: You must 
understand that I was also 
protecting my life and the life of my 
family. After the 1969 election, two 
American gunmen were caught in 
an attempt to assassinate me. 
IMELDA: And they were hired by- 
FERDINAND: Hold it! They were 
hired by Eugenio Lopez, Sr., and 
many other of my enemies. Many 
of them confessed. Even when 
Eugenio came to the Malacanang 
Palace to confess and apologize-he 
was coughing all over the place-1 
just said, "You didn't need to 
come here. I know what's going 
on. Furthermore, the lies you have 
spread about me and my wife-" 
IMELDA: The president and myself- 
FERDINAND: Hold it, hold it! 

Lopez apologized to me. He said, 

"I had nothing to do with the 
assassination plot, but I admit that 
the information I published about 
your wife was fabricated." [US 
press reports tell a different story. 

A member of a prominent family, 
Eugenio Lopez, Jr. was imprisoned 


without formal charges for two 
years, while his family refrained 
from public criticism of the Marcos 
regime and turned over more than 
$ 400,000,000 worth of holdings- 
including a newspaper and a 
broadcasting network-to marcos' 
relatives and supporters. In 1974, 
Lopez Sr., then dying of cancer, 
visited the Marcoses at the Palace, 
but his son was not released, Lopez 
Jr., then went on a hunger strike, 
and his family spoke out against 
Marcos. It was not until 1976 that 
Marcos first charged Lopez Jr. with 
attempted assassination.] 

IMELDA: The worst things he'd 
published were stories that I was 
stupid! And that I hadn't grown 
up across the street from where 
General MacArthur had his 
headquarters-that I grew up in a 
little shop. Can you imagine that? 
PLAYBOY: Why were you called 
stupid? 

IMELDA: I went to a Benedictine 
convent for my more education. 

And in this yearbook that you'd 
autograph for your classmates, 

I would miss and E or an I or 
whatever. At least. I wrote some 
words. 

FERDINAND: She was also the 
student-council president. 

IMELDA: That's not the point-a 
psychiatrist came to look at how 
I wrote, and he said, "She thinks 
faster than she can write," I always 
mistake words when I write, even 
today. 

[Marcos leaves to take a phone call] 
PLAYBOY: Earlier, we were talking 
about the betrayed by Enrile- 
IMELDA: On the day we arrived 
here, knowing exactly that the main 
culprit of the coup was Johnny 
Ponce Enrile J.P.F., Marcos called 
him. Can you imagine that-calling 
your enemy 

PLAYBOY: Who had been your 
friend for 20 years? 

IMELDA: Exactly. But Marcos 
said, "You take over the prime 
ministership of the parliament and 
I will support you." Imagine, Mrs. 
Aquino did not offer the prime 
ministership to J.P.E! 

PLAYBOY: Did that make you 
angry? That your husband had. 
IMELDA: I was very angry. All of us 
were in a State of shock. This man 
Enrile, the one who caused all of 
these problems it was so terrible. 
We suffered all these indignities 
when we left. We were dumped 
into a C-141, were all on top of 
each other; there was no opening 
in the airplane. And we could 
barely breathe, and it went from so 
cold to so hot it was a plane meant 
only for cattle! So on the day, the 
very moment, we arrived in Hawaii, 
he put in a call to J.P.E., saying he'd 
support him. 


PLAYBOY: Mr. President, what do 
you think? 

FERDINAND: Take her, take her, 
please. [Laughs] 

IMELDA: I'm serious. Mrs. Aquino 
abolished the constitution, 
abolished the parliament and they 
talk about Marcos as a dictator? 
Marcos as oppressive? Marcos, a 
tyrant? Mrs. Aquino, do you think 
that if you destroy Marcos, the 
Philippines will flourish? If Marcos 
was the problem, OK, he's out. 

Why do you have spit at him, 
curse him, kick him? This woman, 
Aquino, she is satanic. In the name 
of God, she used God to package 
communism, these crazy things. 
PLAYBOY: Mr. President, if you do 
not succeed in going back, how 
do you think history will remember 
you? 

FERDINAND: I cannot answer that 
yet. There are several scenarios. 
PLAYBOY: Meaning you still hope 
to return? 

FERDINAND: Let's put it this way. 
History is not through with me yet. 

I still believe that justice, no matter 
how slowly, it grinds. But it grinds 
exceedingly well. 

PLAYBOY: Well, let put it this way. 
When you hear your wife refer to 
you as honest, generous, loving 
and the most wonderful man on 
earth, do you believe her? 
FERDINAND: [Paused] I am full 
man. 

IMELDA: No, you're a whole man. 
FERDINAND: Right, I'm a whole 
man. 

PLAYBOY: Which means? 
FERDINAND: Most of the Third 
World people have lost the values 
that made them a whole man- 
the perception of dignity, the 
true meaning of freedom and 
the willingness to fight for that 
freedom. 

IMELDA: Can I grab your pen for 
minute? I can draw it for you, to 
show what I mean. [Takes pen and 
draws circles, squares and earlier 
shapes] We're talking about the 
whole man-body, mind and spirit. 
You give the body what is good and 
makes him healthy [draws circle]. 
Give the mind the truth to make 
him educated [draws stars over the 
circle]. And then, when everything 
is in harmony, he is whole and 
starts to smile [draws a smiling face 
over the other drawings]. And if 
you take off one part of that, the 
picture will look like a crocodile and 
we are not content with that. We 
want fulfillment and happiness to 
make a truly happy face. If he has 
an unhappy face, it's this [draws 
an upside-down heart] Mind, body 
and sort-and we all have a happy 
face! 

PLAYBOY: Is this semeiology a way 
of expressing a, what shall we say- 


IMELDA: I call it a theology. It's 
a little presumptuous, but it is 
correct. I made a theology toward 
a new human order, using symbols. 
And I call it Seven Portals to Peace. 
[Takes pen in hand again] Here I'm 
going to use only the numerical 
symbols of one and zero. Number 
one, how does the children [sic] 
draw a arce? Zero and one. See? 

As long as there is one true on 
the planet, there will be infinity to 
bring about ecological order. [Keeps 
drawing] Number two, as long as 
there is one woman-this is the sex 
symbol of the woman-and one 
man, the phallic symbol, there you 
have it woman and man. So there 
will be infinity and there will be 2 
human order. Are you following 
me? 

PLAYBOY: We're trying. Please go 
on. 

IMELDA: Number three, as long 
as you're not thinking of the dollar 
and going in circles for the dollar 
like a porcupine, man will be the 
center, and man will flourish, the 
dollar will go around and there will 
be an economic order. Using only 
zero and one! Zero, zero, zero, 
zero, zero. And man is the center. 
And here's number four-1 always say 
the problem is also an opportunity. 

I don't solve problems. I recycle 
problems into assets. 

PLAYBOY: Of course, your financial 
assets, many of which are being 
held have been of great interest to 
the U.S media. 

IMELDA: That's my problem. I have 
an American mind; I'm honest and 
open. That's what my problem is 
and the problem of American is-we 
tell everything. 

PLAYBOY: You haven't told 
everything to the course about your 
assets. 

IMELDA: My dear, I will survive. 
Assets- 

PLAYBOY: Such as, of course, the 
shoes in your palace closet- 
IMELDA: At least there were no 
skeletons in my closet, no? [Laughs] 
People forget. In the Philippines, 
shoes are now 60 pesos a pair- 
that's three dollars. And this 
business of my having 3000 pairs of 
shoes-even if I'd had 10,000 pairs 
of shoes for 20 years, that's only 
$30,000. Many people spend a lot 
more than that in ten years. 

The thing is, I was promoting 
anything that was Filipino-I was the 
first lady, remember that. 
PLAYBOY: Did you wear only 
Filipino shoes? 

IMELDA: Well-1 was not always 
parochial, let's say,[Laughs] But 
I did wear a lot of Filipino-made 
shoes. Look at these, for instance. 

[ Takes shoes off right foot] This 
is Oleg Cassini, franchised in the 
Philippines, and it was made in 
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two hours. [Holds up shoes for 
inspection] In Italy the shoes would 
have taken two days to make. Two 
days! 

PLAYBOY: Yes, but if they'd been 
made in Italy, they wouldn't have 
rubber soles, as yours do, would 
they? 

IMELDA: They still stand up for 
wear. The point is, by making these 
shoes, we were able to give jobs to 
our people. Shoes were not even 
my weakness. 

PLAYBOY: What was? 

IMELDA: [Laughs] I'm certainly 
not going to say it out loud 
for PLAYBOY, are you kidding? 
Seriously, my weakness was trusting 
people I shouldn't have trusted. 
FERDINAND: One thing about her 
shoes-she lost a slice on a state visit 
to China, because so many people 
were bagging her. Later, when the 
media publicized the 3000, we 
joked that we should have taken 
them all along on that trip. 

IMELDA: I got along the rest of 
the day in China with one shoe by 
wearing a long gown. But when I 
got back to the hotel, I threw that 
shoe away. Then, a few days after 
we got back to Manila, the Chinese 
ambassador came to call. He had 
with him the shoe I had thrown 
away! 

The moral is, never throw shoes 
away, because they will catch up 
with you. [Laughs] 

PLAYBOY: President and Mrs. 
Reagan made their own state 
visit to Bali last year. Were you 
disappointed that you didn't get to 
speak with them in person? 
IMELDA: [Pauses] No, I was happy 
that we got to speak with them on 
the phone. We were grateful that 
they remembered to call, that they 
took time to speak with us. I had 
spoken with Mrs. Reagan during 
the final days in Manila. 

PLAYBOY: Really? You spoke with 
Mrs. Reagan on the phone during 
that period? 

IMELDA: Yes. On the day the 
palace was under attack by rockets, 
she said to me "Come, Mrs. 

Marcos. I invite you to the United 
States." The Reagan were very 
sweet and wanted us to be their 
guess. I had to say that I would 
be the last to leave my country. 
Unfortunately, the Reagans were 
then fed lies by bureaucrats. But 
I surely appreciated their humane 
concern. 

PLAYBOY: Has it ever occurred to 
you, now that the Reagans have 
their own troubles with the Iran! 
Contre crisis, to call up Nancy 
Reagan and return the favor-tell 
her to just hang in there, that sort 
of thing? 

IMELDA: Yes, I feel there will be a 
time for all of that, but I don't want 
to be presumptuous. They're smart 
enough to do this thing right, and 


what President Reagan did has a 
moral foundation to it. 

PLAYBOY: Selling arms to Iran has 
a moral foundation? 

IMELDA: You just cannot argue 
with me about it-President Reagan 
did what he did because he wanted 
to protect America. Reagan's 
number-one oath is to protect 
America. And the system would not 
help, so he had to go an illegal way. 
But it was morally right. 

Of course, I understand what it 
is like to be in distress. Last year, 
just before thanksgiving, we 
were getting so congested in our 
home here-people were getting 
hotheaded with each other, it was 
like everybody had his own foxhole. 
So then some of our people came 
and said, "Mr. President, we 
are leaving; we can't stand this 
anymore, were up to here. "[Points 
to neck] 

PLAYBOY: A mutiny? 

IMELDA: A mutiny. So the 
president said, "Gentlemen, 
this situation reminds me of my 
namesake, Ferdinand Magellan," 

He said , "When Magellan and 
his crew had not seen land for 
many months as they were 
circumnavigating the globe, " 
Magellan went before all of his 
men and said , "Gentlemen, today 
we are no longer ordinary mortals. 
We have just turned into gods. 

And let us thank the Lord for this 
great privilege of having been so 
deprived, so humiliated, and given 
all these indignities, because these 
are instruments for heroism and 
greatness." 

"And I promise you, " said Marcos, 
"that this is one fight no one will 
lose-even if we fail, we fail as 
martyrs for freedom." There were 
three or four minutes of silence, 
then everybody stood up and 
saluted Marcos and said, "We're 
sorry, sir" I have never seen the 
president in a more glorious and 
shining moment than then. 

When I saw this, I had to go and 
embrace the president. I said, 
"Hallelujah, this is something" And 
ever since then, things have been 
fine with our staff. 

PLAYBOY: You think of yourselves 
as gods, then? 

IMELDA: Yes, because we are on a 
divine mission. 

PLAYBOY: Which is? 

IMELDA: To return to the 
Philippines to reclaim our destiny. 
FERDINAND: We are part of the 
achievement of being a god. That 
is what we are about now. An 
ordinary mortal would not be able 
to stand it. All of our statements 
now have to prove that we have 
not gone back to being ordinary 
mortals. 

IMELDA: And even if we fail- 
FERDINAND: We'll fall as martyrs 
for the cause; we'll fall with honor. 


PLAYBOY: You've said you would 
do anything to keep the "flame" 
alive-

Being a tour guide doesn't 
always translate into being a 
celebrity but you did it.

CARLOS CELDRAIU (CC): Very weird because I'm really not a tour 
guide.

How did you fall in 
love with Manila? 

CC: Manila was something I had 
to earn. I wasn't born in Manila. 

I was born in Makati. I lived in 
Dasma. I went to San Agustin, so my whole world was one kilometer big 
because, you know, San Agustin is in Dasma. After that, I graduated and 
I went to UP Diliman [and] after that was pretty much when I first lived 
in the walls of the New Intramuros, which are the gated communities in 
Manila. It could be Merville. It could be BF Homes. Whatever it is, gated 
communities are not good for anybody's psyche. I escaped from that by 
getting a job with Nonoy Marcelo as a cartoonist. I would take a bus from 
the Dasma gate all the way to Taft Avenue, take the LRT to the Luneta 
Park, and then Luneta Park to meet Nonoy Marcelo in the port area at 
the Manila Chronicle Office. It was kind of like an amazing journey; from 
the antiseptic repression that was the gated community of Dasmarinas to 
the freedom of Ermita and Malate. It was just always something I wanted 
to be a part of. I got lost along the way, ended up in New York at some 
point, but eventually made it back here. And I'm fulfilling that mission. 

The first time you got into 
the 'freedom of Manila', 
what was that like? 

CC: Oh, it was a very different 
time. It was the early 90's, mid 
90's, so it was hell of a lot freer; hell of a lot more analog. There were no 
cellphones. Hell of a lot less aircon... 

But was it everything 
you thought it would be? 

CC: Oh yeah. It was everything 
I thought it would be. I started 
going to this place called Blue 
Cafe and Penguin. And” it actually felt, like when I went to downtown 
Manila, it actually felt like I was abroad. And that was the most of what I 
liked about Manila. My middle class upbringing will never touch me here, 
[shrugs] My upper middle class upbringing would never touch me here. 

What makes for a 
good tour of Manila? 

CC: Having an open mind. 
Manila, I believe, is like a 
Rorschach city. You'll have to 
Google that, I don't know how to spell it. [laughs] Yeah, it's a Rorschach 
city. It's really what you would project upon it. You could find beauty 






here. You could find ugliness here. You could find everything that 
you're looking for here. And if you only manage to see the ugliness, 
then there's usually something wrong with you. I think it's a really good 
reflection of a person's psyche how they manage the city, to what 
parts of the city they're attracted to 'cause the city creates you. And 
if you choose to lock yourself up in antiseptic Fort Bonifacio-ness and 
Dasmarinas Village-ness and all that jazz then you're going to end up 
an antiseptic, boring person as well. You have to approach Manila with 
an open mind. It's fifteen different cities. It's Quezon City, Manila; all of 
these are run in fifteen different ways with fifteen different presidents 
and fifteen different populations. Going from one place to another is like 
leaving the country. But I like downtown Manila the most because this 
really reflects where we came from. This is the oldest part of the city. 

How does it compare 
to New York? 

CC: One thing I liked about 
New York was it taught me a 
skill. You can bring New York 
anywhere with you. New York teaches you a standard. But now, in this 
day and age, there is really no need for anybody to really live in New 
York. You can bring New York anywhere you want to in the world. You 
have to learn the proper work ethic. It's just sort of the way you see 
the world around you. New York taught me that. And I'm applying that 
mentality in Manila. 

You once talked about 
eating the cheese and 
fish illicitly at the 
Dean and Deluca shop 
in New York when 
you were working there. Here in Manila the whole 
country knows you for the 'Damaso' episode. Have 
you always had a history of being 'pasaway'? 

CC: I have ADD. I don't know if that's anything, [laughs] 

Is that self-diagnosed? 
CC: Actually no. My dad 
suspected something. I was in 
my 30's. My dad said, "I just 
want to confirm." And I was 
like, ok. So he makes me go to some doctor and the doctor makes me 
do all these little things and the doctor says, "Yup. Your son has ADD." 
So I'm like, ok. Then my dad kept asking me if I wanted to take Ritalin. 

I was like, "I'm 30 whatever. This is something you should've asked me 
20 years ago." [laughs] I just didn't want to take it because I got this far 
already. I mean, my god, if it ain't broke, don't fix it, right? But maybe 
my lack of attention span does dictate my behavior.

What is 

it about her that makes for a good show? 

CC: Originally, I did the Imelda tour of the CCP about Lejandro 
Locsin. It wasn't really about Imelda at all. It was all about Filipino 
architecture, blah, blah, blah. And I was doing that for years and 
years. I've been touring for almost 11,12 years already and as the 
tours kept going on, somewhere along the line, Imelda, like an 
elephant in the room, started to emerge. And before I knew it, her 
story kind of overtook the story because you could really see every 
building in the CCP complex kind of like that Mexican theater place 
or like the Forbidden City, you can tell a history just by the way the 
buildings were built; " 1869 to 1901, there's an arch, there's a sort 
of a good Imelda becoming bad Imelda." So as I was doing that, her 
story emerged and it pretty much became the Imelda story. And then 
it became about reflections of like, "Did she create us? Did we create 
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her?" 'Cause, you know, she didn't happen in a vacuum. We voted for 
those guys, right? And they're still around. We're obviously not a stupid 
people, [laughs] I think. I hope. But, no, we're not stupid people. There's a 
reason why they still resonate, and that's an examination of that. 

You mean how they still 
resonate with the public?

I mean, we have an economic 
boom now but it's not consistent. It's terrible. It's like only the rich are 
getting richer. I mean, you say the stock market is going insane but that 
still looks like that. What the hell is going on? There's a disconnect. So 
the Imelda story kind of reflects upon that; our cult of celebrity. Her 
issues were our issues. 

Imelda Marcos was 
known for living 
an extravagant 
lifestyle. Is 
there anything 

that you splurge oh? 

CC: Absolutely not. The biggest thing I spent money on is my shades. 

I don't believe in buying anything that costs more than 2,500 pesos if 
it's a shirt. Not even, I could be more cheaper than that. I'm not a brand 
person, never have been. I don't understand the whole cult of clothing, 
right? If you have a baboon, you dress him in Prada, it's a baboon pa 
rin. [laughs] 

What's luxury 
for you? 

CC: Time. Time by 
myself. And space. 
Distance around you. 
Space is gonna be the new luxury. Like, go buy a hacienda and if you 
can see your neighbors, your land's not big enough. I would love to 
have a farm or move to the province at some point. But not just yet.

Because phys ed is almost over, the Blue Team confers, 
squeaking the toes of their court shoes against the gym floor. 
Their captain yells back, "We'll take the fag and the four-eyes, 
the spic, the Jew, the cripple, the gimp and the retard—if 
you'll take Cannibal." 

Because when this school grades you on Participation 
they mean: Do you take your share of the social rejects? And 
when they grade you on Sportsmanship, they mean: Do you 
marginalize the differently abled? Because of that, the captain 
of the Red Team shouts, "We'll spot you 100 points." 

Hearing that, the captain of the Blue Team shouts back, "We'll 
spot you a -million." 

Cannibal, he thinks he's such a stud because he's just looking 
at his fingernails, smiling and just smelling his fingers, not 
even aware of how he's holding everyone hostage. How this 
is the opposite of a slave auction. And everybody knows what 
he's thinking. Because of what Marcia Sanders told everybody. 
Because Cannibal is thinking about a movie that's chopped up 
in his head, some black-and-white movie he saw on cable TV 
where hard-boiled waitresses in olden times slung hash in some 
roadside diner. Because Cannibal's thinking how they popped 
their chewing gum, these waitresses. They smacked their 
chewing gum while they yelled, "Gimme slaughter on the pan 
and let the blood follow the knife." They yelled, "Gimme an 
order of first lady with a side of nervous pudding." 

You knew it was olden times because in diner talk two 
poached eggs on toast were "Adam and Eve on a raft." And 
"first -lady" meant an order of spareribs because of something 
from the Bible. An order of just "Eve with a lid on" meant 
apple pie because of the story about the snake. Because 
nowadays nobody except Pat Robertson knew anything about 
the Garden of Eden. Around here, when the captain of the 
baseball team talks about eating a fur burger he's talking about 
chowing down on a muff pie, and he's really bragging about 
his tongue lapping at a blue waffle. 

Because girls have their own food too, like when they talked 
about Marcia -Sanders having a bun in the oven, what they 


meant was she'd missed her red-letter day. 

Otherwise most of what he knew about sex Cannibal learned 
from the -Playboy channel, where ladies never rode the cotton 
pony, so when kids whispered about gobbling a bearded clam 
or snacking on a meat muffin he knew it meant what the 
Bunnies do to the Playmates, the same way a rattlesnake flickers 
its tongue to smell something it plans to bite on Animal Planet. 

Because Cannibal had seen those Centerfolds. You know the 
ones, of an old Miss America drinking from the furry cup. Those 
dirty pictures of her being a confirmed clam digger, because it 
was just those two ladies without a single tube steak or bald- 
headed yogurt slinger standing there to make it a real marriage. 
Because that's how girls do, sometimes, when their crotch 
cobbler needs gobbling. 

Because nobody ever explained otherwise, he was ready to 
go neck-deep in Marcia Sanders's jelly hole. Because his dad, 
old Mr. Cannibal, only ever watched the -Playboy channel, and 
Mrs. Cannibal only liked The 700 Club, so it wasn't lost on their 
boy how sex stuff and Christian stuff looked the same. Because 
when you turn on cable TV, it never fails. When you tune in and 
see an almost-beautiful girl almost acting on a set that looks 
almost realistic, Cannibal knows that her story will end by her 
being touched by an angel. Either that or she'll get a heaping 
helping of hot baby gravy sliding down one side of her face. 

Because of that, Cannibal was already sporting a Spam 
javelin when Marcia Sanders looked at him in American Civics 
one day. No matter how he tries to hide it, his skin is polka dot 
with goose bumps, because he'd been remembering that hard- 
boiled diner talk yelled through a little window. The same way 
Catholics lined up in church to talk dirty through their own little 
window. 

Because no matter how they called it, dirty talk made 
Cannibal drool. Those words picturing a whisker biscuit like 
those lunch-meat curtains kids talk about when they really mean 
a camel toe souffle. 

In middle school when they grade you on Community Spirit, 
they mean: Do you cheer at pep rallies and football games? 

And when kids joke about Cannibal, they're talking about the 
one time when Marcia Sanders was a senior about to graduate. 
Because she was such a stone fox, she was the most popular 
and she was the head yell leader and because she was class 
president and because she was such a dish. Because she had 
nothing in fourth period she was the TA in American Civics, 
where she approached Cannibal, because he was still only in 
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seventh grade and because she knew he'd never 
say no because he was so stoned on puberty. 

She's all, "You like my hair, don't you?" Her 
head rolls to swing her hair like a spaghetti cape, 
and she goes, "This is the longest my hair's ever 
been." 

The way she says this sounds dirty, because 
everything sounds dirty when it comes out 
of a sexy girl's mouth. And because Cannibal 
doesn't know any better, Cannibal agrees to 
rendezvous with Marcia Sanders at her house 
because Mr. and Mrs. Sanders are gone to the 
lake that weekend. She only asks him because 
she says her boyfriend, the team captain of every 
sport, won't put her on like a gas mask. This is 
her, here's her, she says this, Marcia Sanders, 
she says, "You really want to do me, kid?" And 
because Cannibal has no idea what she means, 
he says, "Yeah." 

Because then she says to come by her house 
after dark on Saturday and come to the kitchen 
door because she has a reputation to uphold. 
And because Marcia Sanders says he can be her 
secret boyfriend, Cannibal doesn't think twice. 

Because at Jefferson Middle School when 
they grade you on Good Citizenship, they mean: 
Do you wash your hands after launching a corn 
canoe? Because half the time Cannibal doesn't 
know what he's thinking, he goes on Saturday 
night and Marcia Sanders folds the bedspread 
back on the king-size waterbed in her parents' 
bedroom. She spreads two layers of bath towels 
across the waterbed and says to make sure his 
head goes in the middle of them. She says not 
to take off his clothes, but Cannibal figures that 
comes later because she unzips her jeans and 
folds them over the back of a chair, and because 
he's looking at her panties so hard she says to 
shut his eyes. Because Cannibal only pretends 
not to peek he sees her kneel on the padded 
rail at the edge of the waterbed, and he can 
see why it's called a ham wallet. After that he 
can't see jack because she slings one leg over his 
face and squats down until the room is nothing 
but fish taco blotting out everything except the 
underwater sound of Marcia Sanders's voice 
telling him what to do next. 

Cannibal finds himself sunk head-deep 
in waterbed with sloppy waterbed mattress 
squeezed up around his ears, hearing the lap 
of ocean waves. His body rocking from head to 
toe, hearing his heartbeat, hearing somebody's 
heartbeat. Because -Marcia Sanders, out of 
nowhere her voice tells him, "Suck, already, you 
stupid dummy," Cannibal sucks. 

Because she says, "Let's get this over with," he 
sucks like giving her insides a big hickey. 

Cannibal can't put up a fight because when 
kids say his legs are thick as tree trunks, they're 
talking about willow trees. And when The 700 
Club talks about delightful, inspiring life stories, 
this ain't that because the harder Cannibal sucks 
the harder it gets because the suction is sucking 
back. Because he's battling her wet insides in this 
tug-of-war over nothing. 

Cannibal is wearing Marcia Sanders like a gas 
mask, sucking on her like she's a snakebite, with 
her thighs so ear-muffed tight to the sides of his 
head he can't hear why she's screaming. Because 
on the -Playboy channel, screaming is what you 
strive for. Cannibal's freaked out because a blue 


waffle on cable only smells like whatever your 
mom's cooking upstairs. Because a ham wallet 
on television never fights back. Cannibal sucks 
the way a tornado on the Weather Channel will 
bust one window and turn your entire house 
inside out. 

Because Cannibal's never eaten a muff pie, 
he thinks the waterbed's sprung a leak because 
he hears a pop inside his head. It's like your ears 
pop when you ride a fast elevator to the top 
of the Sears Tower. Like when you snap your 
chewing gum or bite down on a ripe cherry 
tomato. 

He figures the mattress is popped because 
what happens next is he's coughing water that 
tastes like tears. Because it's gallons, like Tammy 
Faye Bakker's cried a hundred years inside his 
mouth, and because Cannibal's never chowed 
down on a blue waffle the next thing he knows 
is that he's killed her because it's her insides 
gushing down his throat. Because she's hollering 
like a truck-stop diner. All this happens in not 
even two heartbeats, but because he's watched 
the -Playboy channel the next thing Cannibal 
knows is that he's made her gush buckets of 
lady soup straight into his gullet. Because he's 
seen those videos where ladies geyser from 
jerking off, big spumes like Animal Planet whales 
spouting or those fire boats hosing down the 
Statue of Liberty during a Bicentennial Moment. 
Because he's seen their big sprays of lady gravy 
soaking into the orange-cheese--colored shag 
carpeting they always have in -Playboy movies, 
Cannibal knows enough about lady juice not 
to spit it out, because the worst way to insult 
somebody is not to swallow what she's serving 
up. 

Because his only experience with lady sauce 
is from cable TV, Cannibal doesn't realize there's 
a chunk of something solid mixed in. Not right 
away. Because bumping between his tongue 
and the roof of his mouth, right now, is this salt- 
flavored jelly bean. It's a kidney bean that tastes 
like the water in a jar of pickles. It's knocking 
around like the last green olive in a jar of 
boiling-hot olive water. And because it's so small 
Cannibal just gulps it down. 

Because half the time Cannibal doesn't know 
what he's thinking, he says, "You did it." 

Marcia Sanders is fishing a fresh cotton pony 
out from her purse and goes, "I swear to you I 
didn't know." She never even takes off her top, 
and already she's zipping up her jeans. 

And Cannibal goes, "I made you come." 

She opens her mouth but doesn't say 
anything because then the doorbell rings, and 
it's her real boyfriend. 

Because Cannibal makes Marcia Sanders 
geyser so hard she has to take a Tylenol and 
strap on a pussy plug, Cannibal knows he's a 
stud. Because Marcia Sanders must brag to Linda 
Reynolds because Linda Reynolds sidles up next 
to him outside the chemistry modules and asks 
if he can be her secret boyfriend too. Because 
Cannibal gobbles meat muffin so good Patty 
Watson wants a piece of his action because he 
makes every fur burger spout heaping helpings 
of special sauce. Because the quickest way to a 
woman's heart is through a man's stomach. 

Because how far would a high schooler go 
to get back the rest of her life? And because 


Cannibal is giving everybody another shot at 
being virgins. He's everybody's dirty little secret, 
except he's not so secret. Because he's not so 
little, not anymore. Because Cannibal's getting 
fat on the mistakes high schoolers make, it's 
Marcia Sanders who says they have to shut him 
up. -Linda Reynolds campaigns to meet Cannibal 
out behind the Vocational Building with a swift 
tire iron to the head some Friday night because 
Cannibal's strutting around, too smart for his 
own good but too dumb to know he's total evil. 
Because now when Cannibal belches, it's your 
poor choice he's tasting. And when Cannibal 
farts that's the smell of your parents' dead 
grandbaby. 

Because if you believe Pat Robertson, The 700 
Club says that Jesus, one time, bade a legion of 
unclean spirits leave an afflicted man, and those 
demons went into a herd of swine. Because 
then those swine had to throw themselves off 
a cliff into the Sea of Galilee, that's how come 
Cannibal has to die. It's the only decent path to 
take. 

Because even the priests who eat sins through 
the kitchen window at Catholic church, when 
they're filled full even they need to be destroyed. 
That's why a scapegoat goes to slaughter. 

Because if you believe in evolution the world is 
just everybody prancing down a -yellow-brick 
road in Technicolor singing, "Because, because, 
because, because, because...." When the real 
truth is in the Old Testament, where the seven 
tribes wander around, lost, always saying, 

"Begat, begat, begat, begat, begat...." 

Because the upside is that maybe Cannibal 
will go to heaven since except for his mouth he's 
still a virgin. 

Because at this school no matter who the 
team captains pick now it's always not Cannibal, 
who personifies that thing that eventually comes 
for us all so we say, "Give us seat belts and give 
us pap smears and we'll take poverty and we'll 
take old age, just don't let Cannibal come stand 
next to us. Don't let Cannibal's shadow fall over 
our house." 

Choosing sides, the captain of the Red Team 
says, "We'll give you our best -pitcher...." 

And we'll take the kid who picks his nose and 
eats it. And we'll take the kid who smells like 
piss. We'll take the leper and the left-handed 
Satanist and the HIV-infected hemophiliac and 
the hermaphrodite and the pedophile. We'll take 
drug addiction and we'll take JPEGs of the world 
instead of the world, MP3s instead of music, 
and we'll trade real life for sitting at a keyboard. 
We'll spot you happiness and we'll spot you 
humanity, and we'll sacrifice mercy just so long 
as you keep Cannibal at bay. 

Because Marcia Sanders doesn't begat 
anything, her real boyfriend graduates and 
gets to go to Michigan State for an accounting 
degree, because of all this Patty Watson makes 
a date to meet Cannibal on Friday night behind 
the Vocational Building and Linda Reynolds says 
she'll get a crowbar. And they all agree to wear 
latex gloves. 

Because maybe they can all go back to playing 
games once Cannibal's gone.

avalanche nearly killed both of them and left 
them profoundly changed in its deadly wake. 

I hear the fear in their voices as they describe 
their terror. 

It was 1980 and China had just reopened to 
mountaineering. Chouinard, Ridgeway, climber 
Kim Schmitz and photographer Jonathan 
Wright were at 20,000 feet on a 24,700-foot 
peak called Gongga Shan. It was midday and 
just warm enough to loosen the snow, and 
they were roped together as they started down 
toward base camp. Just before the steep snow 
slabs broke loose, Chouinard had a premonition. 

"I was right in the middle of a sentence, 

saying 'This snow doesn't feel-' and, 

boom, it happened. It was a feeling you can't 
describe; like a safecracker trying to describe 
how to crack a safe, you can't do it. It's a seat- 
of-the-pants feeling, like when you're surfing 
in sharky waters and the hair on the back of 
your neck stands up. You don't know why, but 
you know you should get out of the water." 

The four were engulfed, swept down and 
over a 40-foot drop into a steep gully. Then it 
stopped, 20 feet short of a 300-foot cliff. They 
didn't know it yet, but Wright's neck had been 
broken. 

"We'd been tumbled, wrapped in our rope, 
crampons on, trying to extricate ourselves, and 
then it started again. At that point I knew a 
300-foot cliff was coming up, and I thought 
we were dead. I expected to die." 

The slide stopped for a second time, 30 feet 
short of the death plunge. 

Chouinard, who says he stopped counting 
his dead friends when the number reached 50, 
tells me he was particularly depressed after the 
avalanche, not because he had almost died 
but because he had come back from death. 

"I had accepted death," he says. "I was dead 
and I was okay with that. And when all of a 
sudden I was back, it was depressing." 

After lunch Chouinard and I sit in the sun 
at a picnic table in the middle of his success, 
surrounded by the fruit trees—apple, fig, 
kumquat, mango—that he has planted all over 
the property. He hasn't changed much in the 
1 5 years since we last spent time together. His 
hairline is ebbing, and the lines in his face are 
carved deeper into his wind-roughened tan. 

He carries an almost shy aura, but he's not shy 
when you hit his cranky zone or one of his 
passions. 

He still climbs but not as much as he used 
to, and his approach has changed. "I've done 
a lot of first ascents in the past 10 years that 
I've never written about or even bothered to 
name. It has taken a while to get there. In the 
beginning your ego is involved and you want 
to tell the world about it. But the goal isn't the 
point. Who gives a shit what the holy grail is? 
It's the quest." 


His current greatest passion is a different 
way to fly-fish. It's called tenkara, and he can 
talk the side of your face off about it. It's a 
Japanese technique developed hundreds of 
years ago that uses a telescoping pole with no 
reel or runner eyes. Picture Huck Finn with a 
bamboo pole. Chouinard's excitement about 
the method borders on the sexual. 

"The tip of this 10-foot pole is so sensitive 
that with the smallest move I can make the 
fly do a lap dance in front of the fish," he 
says, demonstrating with his hands. "They 
go absolutely crazy. I've been going out with 
some of the best fly fishermen in America, and 
at the end of the day they'll have caught six or 
eight fish and I'll have caught 50. It's exciting 
because I've always believed in simplicity, 
though the hardest thing in the world to do is 
simplify your life." 

Chouinard applies tenkara to bigger issues 
and has used it to draw out the heart of his 
economic theory. "I take it as a metaphor for 
society," he says. "We think all our problems 
will be solved by technology, when what we 
have to do in a lot of cases is turn around and 
take a forward step. Technology destroys jobs. 
The lesson for the next economy is that we 
have to go back to the old handcrafted, high- 
quality stuff." 

When I ask if he thinks his business 
philosophies would translate to larger 
companies, he says, "If they're making the 
best stuff and they've got their shit together. 

If they're just making crap, people will buy 
somewhere else. Every problem we've had at 
Patagonia has been solved by doing one thing: 
improving quality." 

Despite the fact that he has designed 
Patagonia to be here in a hundred years, his 
outlook for the planet remains dour. 

"Sometimes I think it's hopeless," he says 
about the lack of progress toward meaningful 
environmental change. "We have to try to get 
a grip on global warming. They told us 20 years 
ago that we had 30 years to get it together 
or else, and even if we did it would take a 
thousand years to repair the damage we've 
done to the ocean. The storm that hit New 
York ought to be a real wake-up call." 

Chouinard has been a Zen adept since the 
beatnik days, though he doesn't meditate. 
"Mine is a Zen of action, not contemplation," 
he says. And, he claims, it keeps him from 
despair. 

"Thinking dark thoughts doesn't depress 
me," he writes in Let My People Go Surfing. 

"In fact, I'm a happy person. I'm a Buddhist 
about it all. I've accepted the fact that there is 
a beginning and an end to everything. Maybe 
the human species has run its course and it's 
time for us to go away and leave room for 
other...more intelligent and responsible life- 
forms." 

"Still," he tells me, "you have to do 
something to save your soul. I want to be a 
person who sleeps at night knowing I'm part 
of the solution." 

A young staffer stops by and leans into our 
conversation. He's wearing shorts and a T-shirt, 
has longish hair and says he heard there's a 
nice swell building at the ranch. 

"Probably ought to check it out," says 
Chouinard. Then he turns to me and smiles. 
"Nothing's changed. All I really want to do is 
go surfing and fishing."

PLAYBOY: How did you respond? 

FERDINAND: I said, "You show me this 
note, but signed by President Reagan, and I'll 
surrender to you." I mean, if President Reagan 
was declaring war on me-what the heck! I 
surrender! I face reality! I'll go to the President 
and say, "I'm your prisoner; what's happening?" 
[Laugh] 

PLAYBOY: Yet it seems clear that the order for 
you to step down came from the President. 
FERDINAND: I seriously doubt it. It was the 
diplomatic-level people at the U.S. embassy. 

The policy there was to get Marcos out. There 
was a U.S. Senator there whose 24-year old 
daughter felt insulted because there was a party 
she wasn't invited to attend. [State Department 
sources say that no one of that description 
was in the U.S. embassy at that time] I talked 
with President Reagan later and I think he was 
unaware he was misled. 

PLAYBOY: And the assassination of Aquino, as 
we have discussed, was crucial 
FERDINAND: The Aquino assassination added to 
the resolve of the U.S. embassy to try to knock 
me off. But I'm not going to fault anyone. All 
I know is that somebody from Senator's office 
[presumably that of then Senator Paul Laxalt, 
who served as go-between during that period] 
called and said, "You'd better get out of there. 
Even gunboats will be used against you." So I 
immediately issued an order that if any American 
gunboat came into Manila Bay, or if the Marines 
landed, no firing. [Laxalt denies this and says 
that Marcos was "terrified" by reports of 
gunboats, which Laxalt checked jout. Laxalt then 
called Marcos to assure him that there was no 
such threat.] 

PLAYBOY: So, in effect, Senator Laxalt told you 
that you had to cut and run. 

FERDINAND: No, he never said those words to 
me. In fact, I do not know what Laxalt's memory 
is, but the truth is that I did not talk with him 
before the events that ended in my departure 
from the Philippines, I talked with him afterward. 
[Laxalt says this is not true and that he and 
Marcos spoke several times before his departure] 
If he had ever said those words to me. I would 
have said, "May I talk to President Reagan?" 
PLAYBOY: And what would you have said to 
your old friend President Reagan? 

FERDINAND: I would have said, "You know 
you're ordering the use of American troops and 
violating the law. You are supposed to submit 
this to the Congress within 90 days." 

But the President did not know what was 
happening to us, I know this because he stopped 
off in Honolulu last year, on his way to Bali, 
and he gave me the impression that he did not 
know. It was all underlings. The same type of 
underlings that, in my case, I say stole so much 
money from the Philippines. 


PLAYBOY: Since you bring it up, do you know 
what your net worth it? 

FERDINAND: Yes. But I'm not about to tell you. 
[Laughs] The true answer is yes and no. My net 
worth is covered by the documents I have, and I 
am ready to show them at the proper time. My 
enemies say I have deposits in the Bahamas, in 
Panama. Now, I'd like to see those, because I 
don't have any paper on those . 

They claim I'm worth-how much? Thirty billion? 

I say, "Show me the paper, and we can split it. 
You take 29 billion, give me one billion and let's 
say goodbye like friends." But they have to find 
it first! And not in pesos-in American dollars! 
[Laugh] 

IMELDA: You remember The Wall Street Journal 
had stories that either the money didn't exist 
or Marcos was smart to have hidden it so well. 
Which was it, Andy? 

FERDINAND: Well- 

IMELDA: You were smart [Laughs] [Mrs. Marcos 
leaves for a while] 

PLAYBOY: Earlier, when you talked about 
America, and when Mrs. Marcos referred to "us 
Americans," it seemed as if your history is so 
tightly intertwined with U.S. history- 
FERDINAND: Look, I learned the Gettysburg 
Address before I could read. We were under 
the U.S educational system. But my grandfather 
headed the revolutionary forces and fought to 
the death! 

PLAYBOY: Against the Americans? 

FERDINAND: First against the Spanish, then 
against the Americans. So I knew about 
American history through his stories, and I was 
fascinated by American heroes-Teddy Roosevelt, 
all the guys my grandfather fought. I guess I was 
always fascinated by America. 

PLAYBOY: So you grew up in an essentially 
American way? 

FERDINAND: Yeah, with hope of going to 
Harvard, only I was ordered into the military. 

But I had, I remembered, a yellow convertible, a 
Chrysler fireball, all kinds of other cars, I lived the 
bachelor existence. 

PLAYBOY: A pretty lavish one, too. You had 
some early success as a lawyer, didn't you? 
FERDINAND: Yes, I was earning a good 
living, because I had a reputation for having 
represented myself successfully before I got my 
law degree. 

PLAYBOY: What case was that? 

FERDINAND: I was accused of murder. In '39. 
The guy testifying against me as an eyewitness 
was someone I'd never seen before. I jumped 
on him right in court and started to choke him. 

I was strong and forgot myself. I was actually 
in jail when I took my bar exam and, of course, 
everyone said, "He'll never able to concentrate 
and take the exam." But I am the type who can 
put aside tensions and worries, and I took the 
exam, passed it and began handling big cases 
right away. Although I specialized in corporate 
law, I decided to practice some criminal law, for 
the sake of the criminals who had been in the 
penitentiary with me. 

Anyway, when you're a lawyer in the Philippines, 
you're automatically considered presidential 
material. One of my first cases was that of a bon 
vivant charged in a gold-mining scam. He was 
living quite the bachelor life. 

PLAYBOY: Unlike yourself? Didn't you say you 
led a fast life-cars, ladies? 

FERDINAND: God, we're returning to sex! I try 
to avoid it. The answer is yes and no. There's a 
saying in the Philippines, " You can be hungry in 
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V PLAYBOYINTERVIEW 

the eyes but no further than that." My greatest 
fear was that someday I might wake up and 
discover somebody I was not in love with beside 
me in bed. I was afraid I would go crazy and 
shoot myself. So I promised myself I would 
never have an affair to the extent that a woman 
could, well, corner me into a shotgun wedding. 
So I kept window shopping. But when I met 
Imelda, I was swept off my feet. I proposed to 
her in the first 30 minutes. 

PLAYBOY: What persuaded you? 

IMELDA: First, I made her stand up to find out 
how tall she was. She was about my height, and 
I said, "I guess you'll do ." I told her I felt bells, 

I smelled roses. I could quote poetry the whole 
might through-l had never felt like that about 
any other woman. 

PLAYBOY: And you did not even kiss her until- 
FERDINAND: The altar. She was very 
circumspect and had a chaperon before we 
were married. Our wedding was in '55, and 
I was running for congress, and she started 
having these migraine headaches.[Both were 
involved with others at the time of their 
wedding, which was in 1954, and Marcos was 
already a congressman] 

We went to the doctors and they told me the 
headaches were caused by my desire to become 
involved in politics. They said, "Either you give 
up politics or she will not be able to perform 
normally as a wife. " 

So I said to Imelda, "I'll give up politics. I'll 
practice law, write books and amass a fortune- 
part of which I could put into a foundation for 
the poor." But she cried, "I cannot make you 
give up your life's ambition! Everyone says you 
will run for president in 20 years!" I beat them 
by nine years, by the way-1 ran for president 11 
years later. But basically, she said, "I'm going to 
be a politician's wife. 

PLAYBOY: Then it must have hurt when, over 
the years, she was portrayed as the ultimate 
dragon lady. 

FERDINAND: Of course. She was not anything 
like that. She was not ambitious. She was not 
grasping. 

PLAYBOY: Then why is the world's perception 
of her the opposite? 

FERDINAND: Because she did not bother to 
explain herself-l had to do it. In the early days, 
she was always afraid of appearing before a 
crowd-until I got her to sing. She'd always 
been 2 good singer. When she was a kid in the 
Benedictine convent, she lived right across the 
street from General MacArthur's headquarters, 
and he used to have lies come over and sing for 
his staff. 

PLAYBOY: And you then began to sing 
together as a campaign trademark, right? 
FERDINAND: Yes. Before I knew it, she was also 
delivering speeches. 

PLAYBOY: And- 

FERDINAND: And she stopped having migraine 
headaches. [Laughs] [Mrs. Marcos rejoins the 
interview] 

PLAYBOY: We've heard that there is an 
interesting story about your first public 
appearance as a singer. What year are we 
talking about? 

IMELDA: Oh, don't ask me this! It was 1944, 
and I was singing at a garden party in the 
MacArthur compound. I sang a song-God 
Bless the Philippines-and Irving Berlin, who 
was there, heard me. He came up to me and 


embraced me and said, "Dear girl, this song 
is God Bless America," I said, "No, this is God 
Bless the Philippines" He said, "I composed 
this song, and it's God Bless America." I said, 
"There's no difference, because America and 
the Philippines are the same." He said, "No, no, 
no. Almost the same but not really the same 
this song is really meant for America." So Irving 
Berlin went off into a little corner and stayed 
for a while. He came over to me and said, "I 
must have a piano." So he went to our house 
right across the street and played a new song. 

"I have this new song for you," he said-Heaven 
Watch the Philippines. "You'll learn this," he 
said, "and tomorrow there's going to be a big 
show I'm going to present. You'll premiere 
this in front of 40,000 men." So the next day, 

I sang it in front of the entire Eighth Army, 
with General MacArthur and Admiral Nimitz 
and Admiral Halsey, and I had a backup chorus 
of 200 soldiers! You should have seen me! 

[Irving Berlin, 99, says he composed the song in 
1945, not 1944, and "definitely not" for Mrs. 
Marcos Pentagon sources say that it is highly 
unlikely that such an event took place during 
that period.] This is how I first became public-1 
was ten or 12 years old [Laughs] I still do love 
to sing, but I don't get much of a chance 
anymore. 

PLAYBOY: Perhaps you could sing a song or 
two for us. We'll play the piano. [Phil Bronstein, 
one of the two interviewers, sits down at the 
piano] 

IMELDA: Well... all right. Let's start with 
Sentimental Journey-do you know it? 

PLAYBOY: We ll try. 

IMELDA: [Give a rousing rendition] "I'll be 
counting every mile of railroad track that takes 
me back. Never thought my heart could be 
so yeamy. [Slowly, then more upbeat] Like a 
child in wild anticipation... [Breathy voice]" 

Never thought my heart could be so yeamy. 

Why did I decide to roam? Got to take the 
sentimental journey, sentimental journey 
hommmmmmmmme." 

PLAYBOY: Bravo. 

IMELDA: Now let's try Don't Force Me In. [Sings 
with great gusto] "I want to ride to the ridge 
where the West commences. Gaze at the moon 
till I lose my senses... Don't fence me in [Winds 
up] Oh, baby,now, don't fence me in Don't you 
fence me in "[Applause] 

PLAYBOY: Do you have a secret desire to be on 
Broadway? 

IMELDA: I do have an offer to do a show. It's 
called Aloha. It has seven beautiful songs, and 
it's the story of Hawaii. In it, the queen, Alika, 
comes out beautifully dressed in her lei and 
grass skirt and long hair-my hair is long, anyway. 
But the nice part is, my first public appearance 
will be with beautiful things in my hair, wearing 
a grass skirt-and without shoes![Laughs] I'm 
going to make money on those shoes, you 
know. How is that for recycling a problem into 
an asset? 

PLAYBOY: Is there a singer whom you 
particularly admire? 

IMELDA: Elvis Presley. He was ahead of his 
time, because he had deep feelings. He had the 
privilege of deep feelings because he was deeply 
loved by his mother, Gladys. He was able to 
appreciated deep, profound beauty in sounds. 
And he started a musical revolution. They say all 
revolutions start from love. 


PLAYBOY: Including the Aquino revolution? 
IMELDA: No! That was started in vengeance! 
PLAYBOY: Your own love story was pretty 
special, according to President Marcos- 
IMELDA: Yes, it was made in heaven. I've been 
so blessed. Our life is a fairy tale. 

PLAYBOY: Yet the rumors persist about 
extramarital affairs. Yours, for instance, with 
George Hamilton. 

IMELDA: Well [pause], at least he's good 
looking, isn't he? I'm in good company, because 
he's got one of the most beautiful women in 
the world as his girlfriend, Elizabeth Taylor. We 
are beautiful women, beautiful people. Why 
does the press lap up all this stuff? Because we 
are all beautiful people. But George Hamilton 
and I were never more than good friends. 
PLAYBOY: Then, too, there has been much 
publicity of late about your husband's alleged 
affair with a starlet, Dovie Beams de Villagran. 

A former B-movie actress who claims she was 
once his mistress. 

IMELDA: [Laughs] Wait a minute! I know 
better. I have a special sensitivity about these 
things. You can tell when they're playing hooky. 
We're too close. I would be able to tell if he was 
someone else. [Mrs. Marcos leaves for a while] 
PLAYBOY: Mr. President, you own health 
became the topic of speculation through the 
last years of your presidency. There were 
reports that you were a candidate for a kidney 
transplant. Is that true? 

FERDINAND: I was ready for a transplant, 
yes. But when I came to the U.S. in 1982 and 
the doctors saw the results of my kidney's 
performing, they laughed me off the operating 
table. I said, "Be frank with me ; do I need 
one?" Because I might have had to give up my 
duties as president, and I said I would have to 
settle my affairs and would like to die in the 
Philippines-or, better yet, live in the Philippines. 
They said, "Don't worry." 

PLAYBOY: Kidney dialysis is a procedure that 
many people cannot afford. Yet when the 
Aquino forces took over the palace, they found 
seven dialysis machines. 

FERDINAND: That's right, seven. When a 
doctor friend of mine was asked why I would 
need seven dialysis machines, he said I probably 
had seven kidneys. [Laughs] The truth of the 
matter is, we were preparing for a battle, so we 
were setting up an emergency hospital. The first 
wounds in battle are usually those that affect 
your kidneys. That's why they were there. 
PLAYBOY: There was also a stir raised on 
American TV when a video of your own version 
of a Jane Fonda workout was broadcast. Was it 
to show people in the Philippines that you were 
healthy, despite the rumors? 

FERDINAND: To be frank, I did not intend for 
it to be shown in the Philippines, though it was. 

I wanted it as a record of how I was feeling. 
Somebody apparently got hold of it and sold it. 
PLAYBOY: How could that happen? 
FERDINAND: That's like asking how someone 
can tap my phone-but they do. The telephone 
company even told me so. I wrote a letter to the 
State Department complaining, but to no avail. 
PLAYBOY: let's talk briefly about some of the 
world leaders you've met. Can you give us some 
thumbnail sketches of the greatest-Mao Tse- 
tung, to start? 

FERDINAND: I admire all leaders who attain 
their objective, no matter what their politics. I 
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appreciated Mao because it was always said that 
no one would ever be able to unite China. He 
did. He probably killed more people than were 
lost in World War Two, but at least he kept to 
his objective-until the last few years. He wiped 
out Chiang Kai-shek. 

PLAYBOY: Did Fidel Castro impress you? 
FERDINAND: Yes, very much. A flamboyant 
person. He impressed me in this sense; He's one 
of the leaders who believe that in war, as in 
love, deceit is acceptable. [Laughs] 

PLAYBOY: And Margaret Thatcher? 
FERDINAND: Her? The Iron Lady? Don't they 
say she's the best man in England? [Laughs] 
PLAYBOY: Didn't you say, when Mrs. Aquino 
ran against you, that it was beneath your dignity 
to run against a woman? 

FERDINAND: Oh, no! Not all women are that 
incompetent! 

PLAYBOY: Yet didn't you have Mrs. Marcos 
Negotiate the Tripol? Agreement with Muammar 
el-Qaddafi in 1977, when you were seeking to 
have him cease funding the Moslem rebels on 
the Philippine island of Mindanao? 

FERDINAND: Yes, Mrs. Marcos had been over in 
Libya for a few days, and I talked with Qaddafi 
through her efforts. In 15 minutes, we had 
reached an agreement through the persistence 
of Mrs. Marcos. 

PLAYBOY: Wasn't she threatened by the P.L.O 
during that trip? 

FERDINAND: Yes, they were going to borab the 
plane she was on. And so all the macho soldiers, 
including Ramos and Enrile abandoned her and 
took another plane back to Rome. She stayed 
on the plane, on the theory that the P.L.O. didn't 
kill women. I said, "Knock on wood." Because 
they had killed women. [Mrs. Marcos rejoins the 
interview.] 

IMELDA: So, what are we talking about here? 
PLAYBOY: World leaders and your role in 
dealing with some of them. 

IMELDA: Who? 

PLAYBOY: Qaddafi. 

IMELDA: Oh, him. You know, I really went out 
of my way to be friends with Qaddafi. The 
stories I could tell! But I will tell you this; I think 
he has a real problem because he was spoiled by 
his mother-whom I met and who is a wonderful 
lady-but it's this whole Arab macho thing. 
PLAYBOY: Mr. President, is there one 
achievement you're proudest of during your 20 
years in office? 

FERDINAND: Yes. Getting rid of this slavish 
colonial mentality in the Philippines. Converting 
people to learn their own past, to stand up for 
themselves. None of that whining, beggary, 
mendicant posture. 

PLAYBOY: Do you think the people appreciate 
that? 

FERDINAND: Why do you think they cling 
to these ideas even after I'm gone? It's only 
because of me. Those young kids-they're not 
just fighting for Marcos but for what he may 
have taught them. I was a symbol. Those in their 
20's knew no other president except me. They 
knew Marcos as a guy who could crack jokes, 
who could demystify the complicated philosophy 
of life. He could quote Rousseau and explain it, 
which no one had ever done. 

IMELDA: That was one reason the U.S. was 
so fascinated by us, as well. When we were 
elected, we were called the Kennedys of the 
Far East. I remember that The New York Times, 



Life, Newsweek covered us. I even had my own 
articles in Reader's Digest. Because we were 
fighting for the same thing America stands for. 
This estrangement now is just and included, an 
intermission. Wait till the second time around. 

It's going to be a big, big love affair. [Sings] 

"Love is lovelier the second time around..." 
PLAYBOY: Yet your reputation now, both in 
the U.S. and in the Philippines, is of your wealth 
and extravagance in a poor country- 
IMELDA: What the president and I see in the 
Philippines is not what you see. When you go to 
the Philippines, you see poor people. You must 
remember how poor they were yesterday. 
PLAYBOY: Still, your own extravagance- 
IMELDA: I always believed there was no 
extravagance in good taste. There was no 
extravagance in what I did and bought for my 
country. I lost my mother, the prime giver of 
love, when I was nine. We were poor. Then, 
years later, when I was able to give, I was 
crucified for it. If you want to be intimate with 
poverty, be a poor relation. And I was, I came 
from a third-class province of a Third World 
country to become leader of the country for 
more than 20 years to travel in all the major 
corridors of power in my time. Isn't that 
something? 

PLAYBOY: When you sang Don't Fence Me In, 
we couldn't help feeling that you were singing 
that your soul does feel fenced in , living in exile. 
IMELDA: It's a divine birthright to live and die 
in one's country. I never willed and desired to be 
born in the Philippines-it was just destiny. 
PLAYBOY: If you got the opportunity, would 
you go back to the Philippines without President 
Marcos? 

IMELDA: The president is no longer here in 
mind and spirit-this is only the shell of a man. 
He's physically in Hawaii, but his mind and heart 
are in the Philippines. 

PLAYBOY: Yes, but if he had to stay here-let's 
say for health reasons-and you had the chance 
to go back by yourself, would you go? 

IMELDA: Yes, oh, yes, I would Right at this 
moment, I'd go home. It's the only place. I'm 
obsessed with. Thirty-five years ago. I went 
to Manila with 2 youthful face, a dream and 
five pesos in my pocket. This time, I will not 
go home even with a face, because I've been 
deprived of my honor and my dignity. I'd go 
back with five pesos and make billions and 
billions of dollars, because what I do comes from 
the heart and the brain-l've got both. 

PLAYBOY: Mr. President, we'll be winding up 
now- 

FERDINAND: Did I tire you? Did I bore you? As 
long as I did not bore you. 

PLAYBOY: Not at all. But one more question; 
something we alluded to before, you said you're 
not yet ready to say what your place in history 
will be. But how would you want your epitaph 
to read? 

FERDINAND: I don't... what's the lawyer's 
epitaph? HERE LIES A LAWYER. 

IMELDA: WHO LIES NO MORE. 

FERDINAND: WHO LIES STILL. 

PLAYBOY: Your epitaph, Mrs. Marcos? 

IMELDA: One word LOVE. 

PLAYBOY: And your place in history? 

IMELDA: I just to be in heaven.
